Public Safety considers 
changes because of 
Avery Glen shooting

The Office of Residence Life is planning to imple- 
ment changes at Avery Glen Apartments in response 
to a shooting between two DeVry students on Aug. 
2 in which no Agnes Scott students were involved 
or injured, 

Residence life staff announced the changes that 
include increased lighting, improved gate security, 
greater Public Safety patrol and camera surveillance 
in a meeting with summer housing students. 

One DeVry student was shot in the upper thigh 
during the shooting, according to Agnes Scott 
Public Safety. The incident is believed to stem from 
a drug deal and occurred before midnight, Public 
Safety said. 

Officers responded to the Avery Glen complex 
within minutes. The injured student was brought in 
for questioning. The second student fled the scene.

Bush pulls troops from Europe 


On Aug. 16, in a speech at the Veterans of Foreign 

Wars annual convention, President Bush proposed the 
redeployment of up to 70,000 overseas troops from 
Europe and Asia back to the United States. Stating that 
most of these troops had originaly been deployed'to 
combat the threat of the Soviet Union, Bush said this 
move would ultimately save the LS. money and would 
make our military “more agile and more lethal.” Bush 
proposed that this would allow the United States to 
“fight and win these wars of the 21st century.” Despite 
critical statements from Democrats, including Gen. 
Wesley Clark's statement that this move “will signifi- 
cantly undermine ULS. national security,” Bush is plan- 
ning to redeploy these troops in 2006.

Potential draft to affect college women 


The “war on terrorism" has touched the lives of every 
American in some form, whether it was the aftershock 
of Sept. 11, the constant media coverage, or even the 
deployment of friends and loved ones to fuel attempts 
overseas. There is another wave of anti-terrorist action 
that plans to sweep this nation and affect thousands of 
our peers: the reinstatement of the draft. Proposed by 
the Republican Party, bills S. 89 and H.R. 163 plan to 
make military service mandatory for youth age 18 to 26, 
regardless of gender, ethnicities, personal beliefs or feel- 
ing about warfare or foreign policy. If adopted, the draft 
will be in affect by June 2005.

Manslaughter charges for father 


An out-of-control kitchen fire ripped through the 
southwest Atlanta apartment of Bobby J. Fredrick 
and his two children on Sunday, Aug. 15, resulting 
in the death of his 5-year-old child. “Little Bobby,” 
along with his sister, was left unattended in the 
kitchen when Fredrick went outside to investigate a 
shooting in a nearby apartment. Leaving food unat- 
tended on the stove, a blaze was ignited. As the fire 
swelled, neighbors were able to rescue his sister, but 
"Little Bobby’ was trapped inside on the second 
floor and was killed. Fredrick, initially charged with 
child cruelty and reckless conduct, now faces a 
charge of voluntary manslaughter.

Hurricane Charley wreaked havoc on Florida’s 
west coast earlier this month with winds exceed- 
ing 146 miles an hour, In its wake, 
Charley left numerous counties in ruins 
hitting hardest in Punta Gorda and 
Port Charlotte in Charlotte County. Statewide 
recovery expenses have yet to be determined, yet 
are estimated in the billions. Associated Press 
reports indicate 16 fatalities and nearly 1 million 
Florida residents currently without homes. 
Emergency officials call Charley the worst hurri- 
cane Florida has seen since Hurricane Andrew in 
1992, which caused 16 deaths and more than 
$19.9 billion in insured property loses. For infor- 
mation on how to help and to make donations, 
please call:

Rob Blagojevich announced 
Tuesday that the site would be set up 
within the next month and it would 
allow Illinois residents to purchase drugs from 
Canada, Ireland, and the United Kingdom. While 
other states have similar sites, Illinois is the first 
state to branch out to Europe. The federal gov- 
ernment currently bans prescription drugs. The 
drugs are cheaper other countries because of gov- 
ernment price controls that the United States cur- 
rently lack. Illinois will not, however, import the 
drugs itself. Instead, it plans to have a contract 
with a Canadian company in which it will con- 
nect buyers with a network of foreign pharmacies.

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A basic formula 
for a formative 
four years at ASC

College comes down to one element- Choices. Every 
college student has a plate full of goals, relationships 
and problems, and we are bombarded almost daily 
with questions about our overwhelmingly questionable 
futures. But to be so frazzled and anxious about your 
future that you just want to curl up on your couch and 
watch “Lizzie McGuire" forevermore cannot be 
healthy. Therefore, here are just a few ideas to help the 
new college student start deciding what to make of and 
take away from a college education; so it won't be too 
overwhelming. 

1) Exploring Options- As a first year, do yourself a 
favor and take the time now to truly explore different 
paths. Take unfamiliar or even scary classes; you might 
just unearth an undiscovered passion. The teaching 
style and agendas in college-level courses are very dif- 
ferent from those of high school classes, which means 
you may find a deep passion for a subject which used 
to be the bane of your existence. So, even if you think 
you are a Keats-quoting English major, go ahead and 
take a Biology class. If anything, you may one day be 
able to write poems about planarians. 

And for those who are coming into college without 
the foggiest idea of what to do with life, this is espe- 
cially important. Don't get caught up in mapping out 
your entire life or figuring out life goals right away. 
Rushing will just make this process all the more stress- 
ful and confusing. Visit the Career Planning Office and 
shuffle through their many brochures and books, and 
speak to the counselors. Also, talk to friends who 
already have a sense of their goals. It’s always helpful to 
hear from those in similar situations. There are 30 
majors to choose from, and you can even design your 
own, so eventually you will find one that calls you. 

2) Express Yourself- The necessity to stretch yourself 
in the classroom is equally reflected in the need to 
stretch yourself outside of it. Even if voted “Most 
Involved" in high school, being active in college is a 
different experience. Among the more than 70 student 
organizations and 7 intercollegiate sports available, 
there is a greater chance to find your niche. College 
groups help connect real life to school, something 
rarely feasible in high school. Involvement in campus 
groups could even lead to discovering hidden talents 
or interests, so be sure to use the same exploratory 
approach that you use in classes. However, keep in 
mind that you can't do it all, as much as you'd like to, 
and overextending yourself will not pay off in the end. 
So try to choose wisely and devote your time to your 
passions. Make sure to go to the Activities Fair on Aug. 
26 to talk to representatives from campus organiza- 
tions. 

3) Be “Opinionated’- During her speech at the 
Democratic National Convention, Teresa Heinz- 
Kerry wished she could live in a country where 
women, “instead of being labeled opinionated, would 
be called smart and well-informed.” This wish has been 
actualized at Agnes Scott College, where womens self- 
confidence and knowledge have been honed by the 
combination of small classes, frequent student-teacher 
interaction, countless small-group assignments, and in- 
class discussions. This is how to discover your own 
voice, no matter how hesitant or unsure you are. Don't 
be afraid to get into a heated debate about politics or 
religion for fear that you'll be seen as a nerd. You'll soon 
learn once you leave this school that being able to 
form your own opinion and speak your mind is one of 
the most valuable skills in life— it just takes practice to 
develop that confidence. 

4) Open That Book- One thing you will find out very 
quickly at our college is that the old cliché is right- You 
really can't judge a book by its cover. Whether you 
come from a town of 500 in rural Mississippi or from

Gold-medal favorite Dwight Phillips has journeyed 
across the Atlantic to Athens to compete in his second 
consecutive Olympic long jump. His biggest fan—his 
mother, Laura Phillips, roots him on from Mollies.

They are working on getting tick- 
ets and a hotel so she can be there for the preliminaries 
on Aug 24 and the finals on Aug 26.

When Mary Brown Bullock 
graduated from Agnes Scott 
College in 1966, the total enroll- 
ment was approximately 750. 
When she returned as President of 
the College in 1995 the school 
boasted 608 enrolled students. A 
mere nine years later, the college 
makes an historical landmark with 


an enrollment of 1027 students. 
Raising the enrollment has been 
one of President Bullock's key goals 
from the time she accepted the 
position as president of college. 


“If 1 was going to come, that [rais- 


ing enrollment] was going to be 
one of my central goals’ Bullock 
said. 

Dean Gué Hudson '68 feels the 
growth gives the college more 
momentum than was present before 


President Bullock's term. A general 
trend for institutions of higher edu- 
cation to become co-ed in the 
1970s meant a dramatic drop in 
enrollment for most women’ insti- 
tutions, including Agnes Scott, The 
college's enrollment was approxi- 
mately 500 to 600 students between 
1974 and 1994, despite the institu- 
tion's efforts to raise it. 

“This is one of the great moments 
of Agnes Scott College” Dean 


Hudson said. 

The effort to reach an enrollment 
of 1000 has been an institutional 
focus, with key departments meet- 
ing every-other week for the last 
year to discuss various strategies, 
Some of the changes included a 
new athletics staff and a closer link 
between the office of communica- 
tions and the office of admission. 

The office of admission recruited 


the largest applicant pool in the his- 


tory of the college, which led to the 
class of 2008 being the largest 
Agnes Scott has seen. 

ITS also played a key role in 
improving enrollment with diligent 
work to the college website, the 
online application process and the 
e-mail network. 

“Its been very gratifying because

Missing Books, Long delays 
plague bookstore 


Numerous Agnes Scott College professors and stu- 
dents reported difficulty obtaining books for class- 
es this school year. Shortages and incorrect edi- 
tions seemed to be common problems, as well as 
inaccurately ordered books. Entry level foreign 
language students ran into problems, especially 
German 101 and French 101. In each of these 
courses, there were not enough textbooks or 
workbooks for the entire class, making teaching 
difficult for the professors and participation diffi- 
cult for the students. Three German 101 students - 
are still waiting for textbooks. 

Some teachers encountered major hurdles, such 
as Assistant Professor of English, Rachel Trousdale, 
whose entire book order was misplaced. She dis- 
covered this a week before classes began and had 
to rush order all of the texts for all of her classes. 
Other professors, while appreciating the financial 
benefits of used books, object to them on the 
grounds that they are often not the editions the 
course will use. This complicates.classes in which 
students need to be able to reference specific page 
numbers or access critical analyses included in 
some editions.

At opening convocation, many students saw their friends, 
or their own names, on the program as Dana Scholars. So 
what exactly is this elusive Dana Scholarship? Charles A. 
Dana started the scholarship program in 1970 when the 
foundation gave out a cash grant to student achievers, The 
Charles A. Dana Foundation awards certain students each 
year who show great achievement in academics and leader- 
ship. In particular, for sophomores, they are chosen for “aca- 
demic promise and leadership potential” and for juniors and 
seniors, they are chosen for “academic achievement and 
demonstrated leadership.” It is a tremendous honor that 
Agnes Scott College is proud to recognize. Eleven seniors, 
sixteen juniors, and nine sophomores were honored at the 
ceremony on August 25. Congratulations to all who 
received and worked hard for the award.

Hostage Situation in High School 


Beslan, Russia - Earlier this month Chechen rebels took 
hostage as many as 1,200 people, including almost 900 chil- 
dren at a local school. The attackers were armed with guns 
and suicide bomb belts. Russian troops stormed the school 
and although 704 people were freed, the firefight ended in 
more than 200 deaths. Of the 30 attackers, only 3 were 
captured alive. Russian troops have battled separatist guerril- 
las in Chechnya since 1994.

Nebraskans Itching 


Lincoln, Neb. - Many citizens of Lincoln are scratching 
what state health officials call a mysterious bug bite, but one 
dermatologist said it's no mystery at all. "I 
NE have not seen anything unusual or mysteri- 
ous," said Lincoln dermatologist Elliott 
Rustad. "I will say there have been a large 
number of people coming in with chigger bites. There have 
been people with flea bites perhaps more than usual," Rustad 
said. Barb Ogg of the University of Nebraska Extension 
Service said chiggers, spiders, mosquitoes, ticks or fleas have 
been ruled out because of the nature of the bites and 
because victims never see anything, The Center for Disease 
Control and Prevention is investigating a similar outbreak of 
bites in southeast Kansas.

Why are we no longer ranked in 
the top 50? 

It is complicated—US News 
does not use simple algebra equa- 
tions to rank schools. A school's 
rank is indicated by its percentage 
grades in seven categories. They 
are peer assessment (25 percent); 
retention (20 percent); faculty 
resources (20 percent); student 
selectivity (15 percent); financial 
resources (10 percent); graduation 
rate performance (5 percent), and 
alumni giving rate (5 percent) 

Once the percentages are calcu- 
lated, the school is given an over- 
all score from 0-100, with 100 
being the top school. This year, 
Agnes Scott College's overall score 
is 62, down from last year's 64 

Among these seven categories, 
peer assessment and retention are 
most problematic for the college. To 
compute a school's peer assessment 
rating, US News sends _ the 
President, Chief Academic Officer, 
and Head of Admission a survey, 
asking it to rate “peer’ schools on a 
scale from one to five. According to 
US News, only 60 percent of col- 
leges return the survey. The score is 
difficult to control because of the 
arbitrary nature of the scale and the 
lack of response the survey can 
receive 

Although it has improved slightly 
since last year, Agnes Scott has a 
weak retention rate. US News 
measures. retention by the percent- 
age of returning freshman, the six- 
year graduation rate, and the differ- 
ence between predicted graduation 
rate and actual. 

To address the retention issue, the 
school has been administering sur-

veys (including the ACT student 
satisfaction survey) to find out why 
students are leaving and how they 
can prevent it 

Dean of Students and Vice 
President for Student Life and 
Community Relations Gue Hudson 
‘68 said that students leave Agnes 
Scott fora variety of reasons, but 
“not many leave because they are 
dissatisfied with the academic pro- 
gram.’ 

Dean Hudson says she is using 
the surveys to improve aspects of 
student life. The “Scotties Off the 
Leash” program has scheduled 
events on Thursday- Saturday 
nights to keep students on campus, 
involved, and having fun. In order 
to prevent problems with Residence 
Life, RA and RD training has 
increased this year as well. 

Additionally, women’s colleges in 
our region tend to have problems 
with retention rate. Sweet Briar, 
Randolph Macon Woman's College, 
and Hollins University are ranked 
69, 85, and 87 by US News respec- 
tively:

improve, Emily Brinkly of Agnes 
Scott College's Office of 
Institutional Research pointed out 
that schools ranked from “40-60 
fare] so tightly packed” that it is dif- 
ficult to tell exactly why we have 
dropped, The school is currently 
tied for 53rd with Beloit College, 
Illinois Wesleyan University, 
Kalamazoo College, Lawrence 
University and Reed College. 

Some students do not seem dis- 
couraged about the 53 ranking. 
Sophomore Brenna Rosenstein 
explained, “l don't need a ranking. 
I'm here and I know that I'm being 
challenged." Other students, like 
senior Shemia Black, are concerned 
about how it may affect their future. 
Black pointed out, “To alumni who 
just graduated, it devalues your 
degree.” 

Lea Ann Hudson, Assistant to the 
President, says that the “marketing 
of higher education” doesnt effec- 
tively communicate what a school 
can do for each individual student 
Dean Hudson '68 added, “The peo- 
ple who market the best are our stu- 
dents.”

tions with an enrollment below this year's benchmark. 


in response to reaching the 1000 enrollment mark. 

An increase of only 82 students from last year's 
enrollment of 945, the actual impact on current stu- 
dents of reaching 1000 should be minimal. With 25 of 
those enrolled studying abroad this semester the actual 
increase in the number of students on campus is only 
57. 

"We're still about personal attention, small class sizes 
and individual attention from faculty," Emily Brinkley, 
director of institutional research, said. 

President Bullock hopes that more students on cam- 
pus will take some of the strain off some of those trying 
to run student organizations. Agnes Scott operates the 
philosophy of a student run campus but organizations 
such as Student Senate, the Silloute, and The Profile 
were often lacking students last year. These organiza- 
tions and other on campus have seen a dramatic 
increase in student participation at the start of this year. 

1000 enrolled also means the chance for more fund- 
ing from key foundations who will not consider institu- 


Looking ahead, President Bullock sees “continued, 
moderate, qualitative growth,” she said, but stresses that 
“we're not looking for big." 

Brinkley also emphasizes that, “this is just step one” in 
the larger picture for the college. Sustaining the cur- 
rent enrollment should not be a problem, according to 
Brinkley, and so the college's next milestone will likely 
be 1,000 full-time enrolled students. Followed by 
1,000 budget full-time enrolled students, or students 
paying full tuition, whether it be with help from finan- 
cial aid or not. 

The campus can accommodate about 1200 students 
given the “flex space” that Avery Glen provides, accord- 
ing to Dean Hudeson. 

"This is a new era for us and some uncharted waters 
that will lead us to a new future,” Dean Hudeson said. 

This year's milestone was marked by a campus com- 
munity picture, with students as well as faculty and staff 
forming the number 1,000 on the Science Quadrangle 
on Sept. 13. 
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Class sizes, 
dorms part of 
srowing pains 


Increased enrollment results in 
more intro courses, wait lists

With the increased intake of 
first years, many students have 
speculated about the emergence 
of related problems. Some 
include problems registering for 
classes, an increase in class sizes, 
and overflow in housing. The 
question that many people have 
is whether Agnes Scott College is 
equipped for more students. 

Nancy Albert in the office of 
the registrar commented that she 
saw no significant increase in the 
number of people on waitlists. A 
quick glance at the waitlist on 
Friday, Sept. 3 (the last day to 
add a Fall class) showed that 
there were 239 people on the 
waitlists, compared to the 368 
when classes first started, 
According to Albert, many of the 
people who dropped off the wait- 
lists were probably trying to get 
into the classes of their first 
choice and have decided to stick 
with their alternate classes. 

“Several instructors agreed to 
increase the size of their classes 
to accommodate more students,” 
said 

Albert. A new French 101 class 
was created to deal with the num- 
ber of students that requested it. 
She also said that popular majors, 
such as Economics, Biology and 
Psychology have more than one 
introductory course class to. deal 
with increased enrollment. 

One Agnes Scott student is not 
so sure about that. Sydney 
Rucker '08 had trouble getting 
the classes she wanted because 
she was scheduled to register for 
her classes at the last possible 
time slot- at 4 p.m. 

Approximately two minutes 
after she entered Rebecca Hall to 
register, most of the classes that 
were available closed. In the end, 
she could only get into two alter- 
nate classes and had to be wait- 
listed for the other two. She 
faced the daunting possibility of 
losing one of her two scholar- 
ships, the Bill Gates Millennium 
Scholarship, which covers 60- 
70% of her tuition, because her 
status would be one of a part- 


time student. 

She went a week sitting in class- 
es that she was waitlisted for 
without getting any response. 

"l was so scared that I even went 
around the dorm rooms at 12:30 
a.m. knocking on people's doors 
to ask them if they could let me 
jump the queue on the waitlist!” 
said Rucker. 

Luckily, her situation got 
resolved when she met Dean Gué 
Hudson ‘68. 

"She managed to get me into 
the French 101 class, so now, | 
can be considered a full time stu- 
dent,” she said. 

What irks Sydney is that the 
challenge that she faced that will 
no doubt face future first- years 
who come to a smaller college 
like Agnes Scott. She also point- 
ed out that although the college 
prides itself for giving the best 
liberal education for a woman, 
the ‘perk’ of having a small class 
size limits the choice that a stu- 
dent can make when choosing 
classes. 

When Dean Michelle 
Thompson in the office of resi- 
dence life was asked to comment 
about Agnes Scott's adequacy to 
house a larger population, she 
replied, “We opened the year 
with very few open beds on cen- 
tral campus and several open 
spaces within individual apart- 
ments. There were a few students 
who reserved rooms but made 
other plans for the semester; so 
we now have a half dozen open 
beds on campus and another half 
dozen open at the student apart- 
ments inside the occupied apart- 
ments. | am confident that we 
will be able to maximize our 
space and fill our rooms to capac- 
ity and accommodate students as 
enrollment grows.” 

Dean Thompson also explained 
that the college opened up more 
apartments in Avery Glen to 
house returning students after the 
class of 2008 was confirmed, to 
make way for the first- years in 
Winship and Walters. As a result, 
the college had to order among 
other furniture, 29 beds, 10 desks 
and 20 bookcases, which arrived 
on Aug. 20.

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Making your 
vote count

In the last presidential elec- 
tion, 36% of Americans between 
18 and 24 years of age voted 
Fourteen percent of yoters in all 
age groups used absentee ballots 
in that election. 

With the next presidential 
election only months away, many 
Agnes Scott students are deciding 
whether they will vote in this 
election, Some students who 
choose to vote will have to obtain 
an absentee ballot in order to be 
able to vote in their home district. 

In most states, voters can 
apply online for applications. for 
absentee ballots. The procedure 
for obtaining absentee ballots 
varies depending on the voter's 
home state However, most 
absentee ballots can be found 
through either the office of the 
Secretary of State or the county 
board of elections. The applica- 
tion deadline for absentee ballots 
varies in each state; for example, it 
is x in Georgia and x in Florida. 

Information about obtain- 
ing absentee ballots in each state 
can be found at “http://www.poli- 
ticsnationwide.com” www. politic- 
snationwide.com. However, this 
site does not contain information 
about every state. 

Some states require absen- 
tee voters to swear that they will 
be out of their district on Election 
Day. Others will send a voter an 
absentee ballot without asking the 
voter to give a reason. After fill- 
ing out the application, the voter 
receives a ballot in the mail 
which they must complete and 
send back or deliver in person 

For many college students, 
voting absentee is more conven- 
ient than going to the polls. For 
those who attend college far away 
from home, an absentee ballot 
may be their only means of voting 


in their home district 

On the other hand, absentee 
ballots have some disadvantages 
Some states, a-z, do not offer 
absentee ballots to their citizens 
Many states do not count absentee 
ballots unless the election is unusu- 
ally close 

In addition, some states 
have rules which make it difficult 
to obtain an absentee ballot 
Kirby Hager ‘06 encountered this 
problem when attempting to 
obtain a ballot for this year’s elec- 
tion “Tennessee my home state 
does not allow first-time voters to 
vote absentee,” Hager said 

At Agnes Scott, many stu- 
dents intend to vote, but not 
many will be using absentee bal- 
lots. Malathia Mobley '05 said 
she plans to vote. Mobley said, “I 
just don't like some of the policies 
of President Bush, and I'm hoping 
to change that, either by giving 
him a scare if John Kerry almost 
wins, or if [Kerry] wins.” 

Mobley will not use an 
absentee ballot. She said, “I'll be 
going to the polls,” 

When asked if she will vote 
in November, Carlie Tilson '07 
said, "Most definitely, because | 
want my voice heard.” 

Tilson expects to vote by 
absentee ballot. Although she is 
not certain how to get an absen- 
tee ballot, she said that helping 
her brother vote absentee in the 
past has given her some insight 
into the process. 

Kirby Hager will vote in 
Georgia. She said, “I plan to vote 
because I feel like it is my duty as 
a citizen of this country to give 
my input.’ 

In 2000, absentee ballots in 
Florida played an important role 
in the controversy over who 
would be the next President of 
the United States. Only time can 
tell what impact they will have on 
this year's election.

A 
close friend that lives less than a 
mile away from my family had her 
house literally torn in half by a 
large tree uprooted by one of the 


many tornadoes that came 
through.” 

Floridians seem to have encoun- 
tered some very unlucky weather 
this year—in fact, Frances’ presence 
led to the largest évacuation in state 
history. Nearly three million resi- 
dents were forced to move inland, 
while 86,000 checked into public 
shelters. President Bush even 
declared a “major disaster" in eight- 
een of the counties affected by 
Frances, meaning that residents in 
these areas will receive some federal 
aid for their damages. 

Prior to 1995, Florida faced 
approximately three calm and fairly 
storm-free decades. However, a 
regularly occurring oscillation in 
the Atlantic Ocean since then has 
brought about a new era of hurri- 
canes for Florida. The severity of a 
hurricane season tends to correlate 
with particular cycles of ocean tem- 
perature in the Atlantic over the 
course of a decade or so.

When considering what 
major to declare, Agnes 
Scott students may not 
think about the total cost 
of their major, but this 
could be an important fac- 
tor in making a decision 
The price variations in 
books between majors are 
often substantial. By the 
time an English major grad- 
uates she will not have 
spent half as much on 
paperback books and writ- 
ing manuals as would a 
Biology major on textbooks 
and lab supplies. 
The top five majors at 
Agnes Scoit College are 
Psychology, English, 
Economics & Business, 
History, and International 
Relations. 
Also, the number of sci- 
ence majors and students 
interested in pre-med is 
increasing. 
The average price per 
book for a student majoring in 
Psychology is $66.27; for 
Economics, $109.75; for English, 
$15.43; for History, $20.42; fora 
science like Biology, $102.79. 
Not to mention the recommended 
books, workbooks, and computer 
programs students feel they need to

Librarians are smarter 
than you think |

During the times I have done 
schoolwork in the library | have 
noticed that while many people do 
take advantage of the reference 
librarians, most people do not. These 
women and men have spent long hours and years in grad- 
uate school so that they can be there for you, the student. 
And yes, being a librarian requires a graduate degree. Not 
just anyone can walk in and say they want to be a librari- 
an. 

And not just every college has a program. On 
average, about one college in every state offers the degree. 
These programs must meet high academic and profession- 
al standards in order to continue to be accredited. The 
American Library Association, which is recognized by the 
Council for Higher Education Accreditation, is the organi- 
zation in charge of ensuring this is done regularly and 
properly. 

For example, Valdosta State University started a 
Masters of Library Science program in 1999 and is still not 
accredited. This says nothing about VSU!s level of excel- 
lence, but speaks to the rigorous standards imposed by the 
ALA. Any of the librarians in who work in McCain have 
been to a school that has been accredited by ALA. They 
are therefore willing and more than able to help you in 
any area of research you need assistance in. 

That being said, | thought it would be a good 
idea to introduce the staff librarians to the campus. I'll 
start with the front and work my way back and down. 

When you walk in the front doors of McCain, 
the very first desk you see is the Circulation desk. The cir- 
culation librarian is Linda Gray. Her official title is Access 
Services Librarian. This means she provides “access” to 
many materials and services we have here in the library. 

She oversees the running of the circulation desk. 
This consists of the organization and upkeep of the 
reserve items, the checking in and out of library materials, 
and inter-library loan items. She is also in charge of all the 
books in the library. She makes sure that the collection is 
in order on the shelves, (which, | can tell you, is no small 
feat) and is in good, usable condition. 

In addition, she, along with Debbie Adams, is in 
charge of the library's archives, which include materials 
relating to the history and administration of the college, 
its faculty, staff and alumnae. The collection, which can be 
viewed by appointment only, includes Scott family materi- 
als, faculty materials, artifacts, alumnae materials and pub- 
lications, student publications, photographs, minutes, 
administrative reports and other materials. 

Linda is the staff member who is in charge of the 
hiring and training of the work-study students. She has a 
say in the development and upkeep of the databases that 
are included in GALILEO, as well as the library's own 
website. She works at the reference desk about 12 — 15 
hours a week, as well as teaching some Library Instruction 
classes. Linda's office is on the main floor of the library, 
just behind the circulation desk, room 112. 

Next time you see Linda in her office or at the 
reference desk, make sure you say hello and keep in mind 
that she has worked extremely hard to get here to make 
sure you, the student, can get what you need in the 
library.

The screenplay, beautifully written by 
Lewis Colick, provides a firm foundation for 
Travolta and Phoenix. Travolta portrays his 
sharacter with his usual grace, but it is 
undoubtedly Phoenix who seizes viewers 
attention. Credible and honest, Phoenix 
successfully pulls audiences into the narrative 
and holds them from intro to credits, adding 
to an already impressive list of stellar 
performances from the Puerto Rican native. 


Director Jay Russell's excellent 
manipulation of chronology uses frequent 
hifts between past and present to support and 
develop the narrative. The transitions lack 
fluidity, wrenching viewers from high 
adrenaline, blood-pumping scenes and 
hrowing them into icy sobriety. The effect is 
engaging and convincing in its portrayal of 
life's unforeseen changes. 


The only glaring flaw in the film lies in 
John Bissell's supervision, William Ross’ 
musical score may have desired the same 
stop-and-go traffic effect as the director, but 
failed. The sharp contrast between rich 
symphony and hokey, back-woods acoustic 
guitar proves distracting, if not tastelessly 
executed. The cinematography and visual 
effects serve their purposes, but are in no 
means the zenith of endeavors to date. This is 
perhaps a wise choice, leaving the focus on the 
characters and theme of the film instead of on 
multi-million dollar special effects.

There are strangely familiar 
images of faces orobjects pushing 
out of the canvas, fresh grass 
growing out of the floor. 

There is memory and emotion 
spilling over and washing through 
the gallery, and whatever happens 
to come to mind, all visitors are 
left with something like peace and 
reflection. 

"| just thought it had a lot of 
energy about it — | liked how there 
was a lot of sound art and mixed 
media, not just painting,” said 
Kimberly Wallace, ‘06.

There are thirty-one new 
student athletes this fall—an 
unusually high number for 
Agnes Scott’ athletic pro- 
gram. Overall, ASC boasts 
more than eighty student ath- 
letes at present; the long-term 
goal, however, is to reach over 
one-hundred. The goal for 
new student athletes for next 
fall is sixty. Joleen Akin, 
Director of ASC Athletics, 
wants the athletic department 
to ireflect the academic 
achievements of this school. 
Mirroring Agnes high level 
of achievement in academia 
presents a tough challenge for 
this department—but a chal- 
lenge that Akin and her team 
are actively meeting head-on. 

Agnes Scott athletics 
aggressively recruits from four 
states: Louisiana, Georgia, 
South Carolina, and Florida— 
with Georgia being the 
biggest contributor (Akin 
explains that most students 
may prefer staying closer to 


III schools to choose from, 
ASC stands out as an excel- 
lent option for solid academ- 
ics and the opportunity to 
participate in intercollegiate 
sports. A lot of students ath- 
letes are recruited from private 
schools with high academic 
and athletic reputations. For 
instance, seven of the nine 
new basketball players this 
year played at least at the 
state level in high school. 

Since Joleen Akin’s appoint- 
ment as head of athletics at 
ASC in July ‘03, her goal has 
been to iaggressively recruiti 
student athletes. The staff of 
the athletic department holds 
weekly recruitment meetings 
to strategize on methods to 
attract more student athletes. 
Each staff member is responsi- 
ble for keeping a current list 
of at least fifty prospective 
student athletes pertinent to 
their respective sport. Another 
new change is the creation of 
the position of Recruiting 


tant basketball coach. He acts 
as a liaison between the 
admissions office and the ath- 
letics department, helping to 
streamline the process of ath- 
lete recruitment. He visits 
high schools to meet with 
prospectives and even watch- 
es them play in games and 
tournaments. Additionally, 
some send in video tapes of 
their performances in games 
to Agnes Scott—which Akin 
views. 

He also emails prospectives 
information regarding ASCs 
athletic department—its poli- 
cies concerning academic 
responsibility (a 3.5 GPA is 
encouraged), the level of time 
commitment expected, etc. 

Perhaps the strongest point 
for students to participate in 
sports at ASC is the simple 
fact that they are able to par- 
ticipate. Not everyone can 
compete ata Division I or Il 
level, Agnes Scott's Division 
III classification opens up the 


to compete. The opportunity 
to participate is a key attrac- 
tion at Agnes Scott. 

A Division III classification 
means that athletic scholar- 
ships are not available to stu- 
dent athletes. There is a spe- 
cific, undisclosed recruiting 
budget allotted to the athletic 
department. Although ASC 
cannot offer its student ath- 
letes athletic scholarships, 
Joleen Akin encourages stu- 
dents and their parents to 
consider an education at this 
institution—coupled with the 
opportunity to participate in 
collegiate-level sports—as in 
investment. She asserts that 
jeverything you learn from

Adderall is an amphetamine, and like 
other amphetamines known on the street 
as speed, they give the user a “buzz” or 
quick high. The difference between speed and 
Adderall, however, is that Adderall is a legal medica- ¥ ‘ 
ton, eae BLACK CAT 2004: Sisters in Arms .- 

This medication, like Ritalin, is prescribed to increase 
concentration in children with Attention Deficit 
Disorder and/or Hyperactivity. However, in addition 
to being stronger and longer lasting than Ritalin, 
Adderall is also used to treat fatigue in its most severe 
form, narcolepsy, a rare disorder characterized by sud- 
den attacks of deep sleep. 

College students who take Adderall are said to expe- 
rience increased concentration without the 
fatigue, enabling them to pull all-nighters 

without the downside of being tired. As one 
Agnes Scott College student said, “It helps me con- 
centrate. It’s like legal speed!" 

But, just because the drug is legal and 
available, doesn't mean taking ‘ij it should be 
treated lightly. Because Adderall is a 
drug, it must be carefully monitored by a physician. 
Prescription medicine prescribed to one person doesn't 
necessary yield the same results;when taken by a differ- 
ent individual and produces sometimes deadly conse- 
quences 

Adderall is also habit-forming and must be stopped 
gradually, at risk of physical as well as psychological 
dependence. Users sometimes experience withdrawal 
effect. Adderall is a Schedule II Stimulant meaning it 
has a high potential for abuse. Other Schedule Il 
Stimulants include cocaine, speed, and "Meth". And, 
like other amphetamines, dangerous interactions with 
other medications as well as overdose 
can occur. “ip Symptoms of overdose include 
severe loss of appetite, hallucinations, aggressive- 
ness, vomiting, seizures, and death, 

Despite these dangers, students continue 
to experiment with their lives. Fifty per- 
cent of Agnes Scott stu- dents surveyed for 
this report knew another student who used Adderall 
without a prescription. While some students may try to 
justify taking Alderall occasionally because they think

So the next time a friend thinks of popping an 
Adderall or other stimulant before studying or party- 
ing, remind them that taking Adderall without a pre- 
scription is just like putting a small amount of cocaine 
in a pill and consuming that, It's addictive and danger-

Death toll in India rises to 63 


New Delhi, INDIA—The National Democratic 
Front of Boroland has been blamed for the violence 
that claimed 57 lives on Saturday and Sunday in 
India’s volatile northeast. The violence began early 
on Saturday and continued until Monday. On 
Saturday, a massive explosion ripped through a 
crowded train station in Dimapur while another 
blast was detonated at a nearby market and at a tea 
plantation. In the neighboring state of Assam, 
police officials said a gunman opened fire on a busy 
marketplace in Makri Jhoda, killing 13 people and 
wounding four. A leader of one separatist group, the 
United Liberation Front of Asom, or ULFA, has 
been quoted as taking responsibility for some of the 
attacks, but no arrests have been made. 


Anne Frank—greatest Dutch citizen? 


Amsterdam, NETHERLANDS—Dutch television 
station KRO recently announced Anne Frank as 
one of the 202 candidates to become history's 
greatest Dutchman, decided by popular vote 
according to their viewers. However, Frank never 
had Dutch citizenship. KRO spokeswoman 
Monique Moeskops commented on the issue. “We 
knew she wasn't Dutch. But the nominating com- 
mission found that she did a lot for the Dutch peo- 
ple and contributed to our country,” she said. 
Members of parliament are currently campaigning 
to grant the young author of the widely read 
wartime diary posthumous citizenship, but there is 
currently no law provision to do so. Although 
Moeskops would not say if Frank had made the list 
of 10 finalists, her competition includes 17th-centu- 
ry artists such as Rembrandt and Pieter Brueghel 
and several 20" century sports greats.

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College forced to close, 
lengthen fall semester

After having four large hurricanes tear 
FLA through in six weeks, Florida has acquired 

major damage in many areas of the state. 

Hurricane Ivan alone has caused over $10 
billion worth of damage. What does this mean for 
Florida colleges? Many colleges have taken over a 
weeks worth of days off due to the inclement weath- 
er. 

Classes have been cancelled for University of 
Florida students a total of 6 days. However, by 
Monday, Oct. 4, 97% of all Florida schools, both 
public school systems and colleges, were open. The 
remaining three percent are school systems in the 
most damaged areas of Hurricane Ivan, and they are 
scheduled to open by Monday, Oct. 11. 

University of West Florida, located in Pensacola, 
was severely damaged by Hurricane Ivan. Classes 
were cancelled and the college community was shut 
down for the two weeks following the hurricane. 
According to UWF’ website, approximately 2,000 
trees were knocked down in the wake of the hurri- 
cane and several buildings were damaged beyond 
repair. Students were not allowed to return to their 
residence halls until Oct. 4, and classes resumed on 
Tuesday, Oct. 5. Due to all the damage and disrup- 
tion of the entire campus community, the college has 
decided to remain open for classes for an extra two 
weeks, until Dec. 17. Exams will be held the week of 
Dee. 13, as originally scheduled, but classes will still 
be in session that week, as well. 


Marsallis patriarch dies at 96 


New Orleans—Ellis L. Marsalis, grandfather and 
father to the famed Marsalis jazz musicians, passed 
away Sunday, September 19. Marsalis’ 
LA son Ellis, Jr. is a prominent jazz pianist 
and music professor in New Orleans who 
has mentored crooner Harry Connick, Jr. 
as well as his own four musician sons: Wynton, a 
Pulitzer-winning jazz and classical trumpeter, saxo- 
phonist Branford, trombonist Delfeayo and drummer 
Jason. 

Ellis Marsalis, Sr. was born in Summit, Mississippi, 
and had been a resident of New Orleans since 1921. 
Marsalis was active in the civil rights movement 
through his ownership of a suburban New Orleans 
motel, the Marsalis Motel, which he opened in 1943. 
The motel was eventually demolished in 1986, lin- 
gering long after desegregation had slowed business. 
Marsalis’ son Ellis, Jr, daughter Yvette Washington, 
and seven grandchildren survive him

under God

In 1954, at the start of the Cold 
War, the Pledge of Allegiance, offi- 
cially recognized by the United 
States only twelve years earlier, was 
amended to include the 
words “under God," fifty 
years later, those two 
words make all the dif- 
f e's eh one 

On September 23 
2004, the House voted 
247-173 approving the 
Pledge Protection Act, a 
bill in support of the 
1954 version of the 
Pledge of Allegiance 
that would disallow fed- 
eral courts, including the 
Supreme Court, from 
further hearing cases 
involving the constition- 
ality of the phrase “under God,” leav- 
ing only state courts with the right 
to hear cases concerning the phrase 
The bill, which will advance to the 
Senate before the close of the sea- 
son, stems from the 2002 9? US 
Circuit Court of Appeals decision 
that deemed the use of “under God" 
in the Pledge unconstitutional. 

“It wasn't the original version of 
the pledge,” said Samantha 
Knudsen ‘08. “Courts should have 
the right to review it.” Knudsen, 
like the majority of House 
Democrats, isn't necessarily

opposed to the use of “under God" 
in the Pledge of Allegiance, but 
rather, questions the legality of a 
bill that interferes with the system 
of checks and balances. 

The issue is no longer simply an 
issue of the phrase “under God,” 
instead, the current bill 
has morphed the first 
amendment issue into 
an issue of the role of 
Congress in determin- 
ing constitutionality. 

House Republicans 
argue that because state 
courts can still hear 
cases concerning the 
Pledge, the balance of 
power is still intact 
between the two 
branches of govern- 
ment. 

“This is a practical 
piece of legislation,” 
said Kristin Miller ‘05, the Vice- 
President of Agnes Scott College's 
Conservative Forum. “It will save 
thousands of taxpayer dollars by 
keeping irate liberals from filing 
meaningless lawsuits because they 
are offended by the use of God.” 

While the bill is not expected to 
pass in the Senate, the House deci- 
sion further polarizes the 
Republicans and Democrats as the 
November election approaches, and 
resurfaces the question of legality of 
the use of “under God.”

2009 graduates they would like to 
see, but instead stress that for 
women who dedicate themselves 
completely, this is an opportunity 
for success, 

Some students worry that such a 
rigorous fast-paced program 
would excise extracurriculars from 
their college experience. Though 
initially interested, Kristen Runge, 
‘08 decided against pursuing the 
Dual Degree Nursing Program 
because she felt it was too much 
to fit into five years. Dr. Riter 
feels that the program is “not lim- 
iting’ while Dean Zumwalt =” 
acknowledges “there are choices 
made to get the benefit of two 
degrees,” 

Traditionally, obtaining both a 


Bachelor of Arts and Bachelor of 
Science in Nursing would take six 
years. A Dual Degree candidate is 
fast tracked during her senior year 
of undergraduate studies by trans- 
ferring to Emory. 

In signing a declaration of intent 
at the end of her sophomore year, 
the candidate will begin finalizing 
her transfer process to Emory. 
Upon completing her junior year 
with a minimum 3.00 GPA and no 
grades lower than a C in math 
and science courses, she is recom- 
mended by at least two faculty 
members to Dr, Riter who in turn 
will present her case for entrance 
into Emory’s Nursing Program. 
Because there is such close ongo- 
ing advising with the candidates, 

Dr. Riter makes clear that there 


should be "no surprises” in admis- 
sion decisions made by Emory, 
provided the candidates have met 
the necessary criteria (Figure A). 
There is a parachute for the 
nursing student who does not ful- 
fill Emory'’s BSN program require- 
ments. The student has full ability 
and support in applying for read- 
mission to Agnes Scott to finish 
her BA only. Students interested 
in the Dual Degree Nursing 
Program should go to 
http:/Awww.agnesscott.edu/ 
academics/p_dual_degree 
asp.

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Kerry for 44th Biden of the United States 


John Kerry's “global test" theory 
may have left many of us with puz- 
zled faces, but he still possessed 
more poise, clarity, and just plain 
intelligence than President Bush in 
the first presidential debate, leaving 
no doubt that Senator John Kerry 
deserves every American vote on 
November 2°¢. 

Why Kerry? If you ask ten peo- 
ple why they are voting Kerry, you'll 
most likely get ten different answers, 
so let's break it down. Here are some 
of the most controversial issues that 
effect young voters and will have a 
major effect on the outcome of the 
election. 

The War in Iraq — having served 
on the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee for 19 years, Kerry is 
well skilled in the area of foreign 
relations and national security, unlike 
Bush who has sent more internation- 
al allies than terrorists running.

Although it’s probably asking too 
much for any politician, Republican 
or Democrat, to apologize or admit 
they were wrong, it's not too much 
to ask for them to know when to 
stop. Kerry knows when to stop. 

Gay Marriage — although many 
critics consider this issue a smoke 
screen, it is still a hotly debated issue 
in this campaign. Neither candidate 


is saying that they will fully support 
gay marriage, but Kerry is pro-civil 
unions, and that’s a step in the right 
direction, if you like ensuring that 
small thing called basic human 
rights.

Bush will appoint Supreme Court 
justices that will be more conserva- 
tive and most likely overturn Roe vs. 
Wade. Kerry will appoint justices 
that will be more liberal.

On that note, Bush is also planning 
to reappoint Dr. W. David Hager as 
head of the Food and Drug 
Administration's Reproductive 
Health Committee.

Hager is 
a practicing OB-GYN who considers 
himself "pro-life" and refuses to pre- 
scribe birth control to unmarried 
women. Kerry supports a woman's 
right to choose and is unlikely to 


appoint dictators to head the FDAs 
Reproductive Health Committee. 

Education — think you're paying 
too much for college? Go ahead and 
check the Democrat box on the bal- 
lot. The price of tuition has risen 
35% over the past three years. 
While we don't hold Bush personally 
responsible for our little $2000.00 
tuition increase, his poor judgment 
with the small issue of taxes has seri- 
ously messed with the economy, and 
hence tuition prices across the 
nation. Kerry has a plan to make 
college more affordable; let's give it a 
shot. Kerry also plans to create an 
“E-Z' form for government financial 
aid. This means you could poten- 
tially spend less time filling out 
forms and more time actually: enjoy- 
ing the college life; sounds like an 
easy choice to us.

The next occupied office, room 114, houses part-time 
librarian Darla Ritzka. 

Darla works at the reference desk most of the time, 
which she thoroughly enjoys. Her other responsibilities 
include-reviewing donated materials for possible collec- 
tion additions and collection development for the refer- 
ence and the browsing collections. 

Each piece that is donated must be checked for rele- 
vance to our collection, assessed as to whether it is in 
good enough condition to be added and if it is up to 
date. 

The browsing collection consists of books, both fiction 
and non-fiction, that don't have an academic slant to 
them, These are mostly reading for pleasure books. To 
find these books, Darla reads articles and reviews in 
Choice and Library Journal magazines. She keeps up to 
date with the New York Times Book Review and weekly 
best-seller list so that we can have the most current 
items on the shelf. 

Darla is happy to take suggestions for additions to the 
browsing collection. There is no guarantee that she can 
always get the book, but feel free to recommend any 
books! This can be done via e-mail or through the 
online suggestion box, which is located on the library's 
main page.

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Profiling campus: 
ASC through President’s eyes

With the first quarter of the term 
at a close, The Profile decided it was 
time to look at the current state of 
the college, women’s colleges as a 
whole. President of the college and 
chair of the Womens College 
Coalition, Mary Brown Bullock ‘66 
provides her view on both Agnes 
Scott College and the accomplish- 
ments and challenges facing 
women’s colleges today. 


We're celebrating the fact that 
ASC enrollment has exceeded 
1,000 students for the first time 
ever this year. Would you 
describe from your perspective the 
significance of this achievement? 

ASC had struggled for about 2 
decades with a student enrollment 
between 500 and 600 students. In 
1995 and 1996, the trustees and | 
decided to set a goal of 1,000. It 
was really important that we take 
our time as we didn't want to lower 
the standards of the college—we 
wanted to raise them. The GPA 
and SAT scores are higher than 
they were in 1995; we've also * 
increased diversity and the number 
of international students. Part of it 
is to set a goal and make it, and 
another part is for a women’s col- 
lege to show in today’s world that it 
can grow quantitatively 


How do you feel about the con- 
troversy surrounding Wells 
College's decision to begin admit- 
ting men next year? 

I'm torn. Lisa Ryerson is president 
of Wells and she's a very close 
friend. She was chairing the 
Women's College Coalition, and I 
was her vice chair, I've just become 
chair, we've worked closely for a 
long time. She's shared with me 
some of the challenges of Wells. 


They are located in a very small 
community in upstate New York 
and they don't have a large city 
from which to draw students. The 
downturn in the economy really has 
affected them and | think that she is 
right—I do not think a college with 
only 350 students can survive. 

They had to tackle that problem in 
some way. Whether this will be the 
solution or not, I don't know. 


Why do you think 80% of 
women's colleges have chosen to 
go co-educational in the past 45 
years? 

About 200 of those colleges were 
Catholic colleges that were sup-

ported by religious orders, As 
higher education has become more 
professionalized, they have had to 
bring people in that actually want a 
salary. The economics of these col- 
leges just didn't survive and would 
not have survived without chal- 
lenges to women's education. 
That's one part of this. The other 
part is that in the early 1970s many 
schools that had been male-only 


~ schools went co-educational. There 


was a need for womens colleges at 
that time since the best known 
schools did not admit women. 
There is still a role for women’s col- 
leges to play in pointing the way

Visiting family members will 
have an opportunity to partake in 
Senior Investiture, a traditional 
aspect of Agnes Scott life. 

“By culminating Family 
Weekend with Senior Investiture, 
this long-standing and important 
Agnes Scott tradition will be 
enhanced, thereby increasing 
awareness and excitement about 
this important event,” added Dr. 
Lucy. 

Senior class officers Natalie 
Reckard ‘05 and Kate Miller '05 
have worked as liaisons between 
the administration and the stu- 
dents in coordinating this year's 
Senior Investiture. 

“Investiture is an important rite 
of passage for students in their 
fourth year at Agnes Scott as they 
are officially proclaimed seniors. 
Each seniors mortar board is 
placed upon her head to symbol- 
ize her senior status during 
Saturday's evening ceremony,” 
said Kate Miller. 

The origins of Senior Investiture 
are nearly as old as Agnes Scott. 
Dean of Students Special 
Assistant Betty Derrick quotes 
from Dr. Walter Edward McNair's 
history of Agnes Scott, Lest We 
Forget, in describing its history, 

“Investiture at Agnes Scott had 
its beginnings in 1908, the third 
year of the institution's life as a 
four-year college. It is generally 
believed that the practice of cap- 
ping the seniors at Investiture, as 
well as that of hooding them at 
graduation, was suggested by 
Miss Mary L. Cady, a professor of 
history from 1908 until 1918. At 
first, the ceremony was private

to be capped for Senior Investiture. 
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Classics Major: History? 


With no visible moves to fill her vacancy, and 
only two professors remaining to take on all classes, 
the Classics Department has been heavily taxed 
since the retirement of Dr. Gail Cabisius. Rumors 
that the major may dissolve within the next few 
years were flying around campus, causing unsettle- 
ment among current and potential majors. 

However, Dr. Sally MacEwan, chair of the depart- 
ment, called a meeting that dispelled those rumors. 
“The Classics major is safe,” she said, “and the meet- 
ing was to assess the level of student support and 
brief students on structural changes that may be 
taking place soon." 

These changes include a self-study and soliciting 
outside consultants to decide whether to fill the 
vacancy or use existing faculty more effectively. 

Meanwhile, interest in the major has grown signif- 
icantly, pushing professors to remove caps off cer- 
tain classes. “Students are seeing connections 
between classics and other majors. The recent 
release of Troy may have contributed to it, but 
nonetheless the study of classics has become cool 
again,” said MacEwan.

Student Senate acts on campus 


Student Senate representatives met with liaison con- 
tacts for the month of September to review the agen- 
das of each department as well as address any student 
concerns, the following is a summary of each liaison 
report.

Library: A new search system, which allows a more 
comprehensive search of journals available to students, 
has been installed on the McCain access server. Two 
new temporary librarians have been hired to help 
manage the desk services until a full-time Librarian can 
be hired to fill a vacancy in the library staff. All 
library education is being carried out by librarian 
Linda Gray. New hours this year mean the library is 
open until 12:30 a.m. (desk closes at 10:30 p.m.). 

Health Services: Sarah Kiwanuka is a new nurse 
practitioner in the health center. They are assisting 
with CHOICE housing and the nutritionist is back to 
meet with any student individually. Mary Knapper, 
Student Life Coordinator, is working with the health 
center's advisory board, student advocates for educa- 
tion (SAFE). 

Dean of the College: Measures are acer being 
taken to address the issue of closed classes. Online 
registration is in process of being implemented. 

Financial Aid: The office is attempting to initiate 
student access to their financial aid reports online with 
help from computer programs used by Sallie Mae. 
The financial aid awareness program may be changed 
to a weeklong event in the future. 

Public Safety: A new student escort program is in the 
process of being started that would provide student 
escorts for any student who would like to be accompa- 
nied to destinations such as the MARTA station. 
Escorts would be student workers. Public Safety is 
working in conjunction with Barbara Prevost to initi- 
ate the program.

U.S. legalizes the 
torture of prisoners 


Last month, a bill known as HR 4674 was intro- 
duced by Massachusetts Congressman Edward 
Markey, The proposed bill will outlaw extraordinary 
rendition, which allows the U.S. to ship its prisoners 
to countries that are renown for using torture tactics 
on its captives. "It is absolutely disgraceful that the 
Republican Leadership has decided to load up the 
9/11 Commission bill with legislative provisions that 
would legitimize torture..." says Markey. There are 
only 22 cosponsors for this bill.

Flu vaccine shortage

This year, only 50 million flu vaccines are available 
in the United States this year. British authorities were 
concerned about the quality of vaccines from Chiron 
Corp, a major US. vaccine distributor that produces 
its vaccines in Liverpool. Its overseas shipments were 
stopped, reducing vaccine supplies to the U.S. by 
about half, according to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC). 

As a result, health officials have urged healthy peo- 
ple from ages 2 to 64 to forgo vaccination or to wait 
until people with a higher risk of complications from 
the virus have taken their shots. 

Agnes Scott College usually receives 200 vaccines 
from Aventis, a private supplier, every year. However, 
because of the vaccine shortage and Agnes Scott's 
general population of young and healthy women by 
CDCss definition, the college has not been identified 
as a high- risk group and has not been provided with 
any flu vaccines this year. 

Margaret Franklin, the Coordinator of Student 
Health Services, said the best way to avoid the flu is 
to rest well, eat right, and take vitamins.

It was packed in here; people were 
sitting on the floor and standing in 
the back.” 

The main attraction of the open 
house, the panel discussion, 
included three ASC faculty mem- 
bers: Ed Shehey, Professor of 
Biology; Sandra Bowden; and 
Professor of Philosophy, Richard 
Parry. They discussed their views 
on specific methods of teaching 
and reflected on their personal 
teaching experiences. Bowden 
shared what she wished she'd 
known when she'd started teaching 
and talked about how she learned 
to focus less on content and more 
on the synthesis of information. 
Parry addressed how to make an 
abstract concept, such as philoso- 


phy, accessible to modern stu- 
dents. “There was a lot of interest 
in Dr. Parry's topic," said McVoy. 
“It's too bad we didn't videotape 
the discussion.” 

Videotaping is only one of the 
many services the Center offers for 
both students and faculty. Students 
may arrange to videotape a class or 
to simply observe it, with the 
option of then discussing their 
experience at the Center. Faculty 
members can establish a partner- 
ship with another professor so that 
each partner may observe the 
other's class and give feedback. 
Microteaching is another option, 
through which professors can give 
a small “class” to their fellow pro- 
fessors of a mini-lesson to deter- 
mine how effective a particular 
method might be. 


The future looks bright for the 
Center for Teaching and Learning. 
Thompson and McVoy are plan- 
ning a- number of events during 
the school year, on topics ranging 
from teaching styles to use of new 
technology. “The lectures and 
seminars we have planned mostly 
look at new trends in pedagogy 
and new ideas in the academic 
community and address whether 
these are relevant for Agnes Scott,” 
said McVoy. 

Right now, the Center's services 


‘are geared mainly toward faculty 


members. McVoy hopes that will 
change. “We definitely want stu- 
dent input and involvement. We're 
interested in hearing what you all 
are concerned about. This is a way 
for you to give feedback to your 
school.”

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Republican fairy tale: No student left behind 


The House of Representatives bill 
number 4283 will most likely not 
make it to the House floor this year. 
Why should that concern you? 
Because H.R. 4283 is the College 
Access and Opportunity Act, which 
is the current renewal of the 
Education Act. In short, it deter- 
mines how much aid money is avail- 
able from the government to help 
you pay for that small burden in life 
known as tuition. Interested? 

Perhaps it is not quite fair to state 
for certain why the bill will not be 
moved to the House floor this year, 
but the reason speculated by most of 
the political savvy is because 
Republicans don't want to add 
another round of ammunition to 
Democratic presidential nominee 
John Kerry's arsenal aimed at 
President Bush. The Republicans are 
keeping things under lock and key 
because there's a good chance stu- 
dents and their families across the 
nation won't be too pleased with 
their latest proposal. 

Republicans are advocating that 
the reforms to the Education Act be 
“cost neutral"; in other words, any 
money that is added to one program 
in the bill must be taken out of 
another program supported by the 
bill. While we applaud the strong 
show of fiscal responsibility here, we 


do wonder why it is that the words 
“cost neutral” never seem to come up 
when Republicans talk about Iraq, or 
even agriculture and transportation. 

President Bush and Republicans in 
Congress have a number of 
admirable goals for transforming the 
current Mt. Everest hike that most 
students undergo to pay for college. 
Currently, first year students can 
borrow up to $2,625 from Federal 
programs such as the Perkins Loan, 
and second-year students can bor- 
row up to $3,500. The Republican 
proposal would increase these 
amounts to $3,500 and $4,500 
respectively. 

Don't see the problem? That's 
because this is just theicing on the 
Republican red velvet layer cake. 
Underneath the sweet deal is a less 
attractive plan to pay for these gen- 
erous increases. Republicans want to 
put an end to the loan consolidation 
program that allows students to lock 
in interest rates for up to 30 years 
when paying off their loans. 

While this may not seem to be the 
largest of issues to those of us still in 
school, the nonpartisan 
Congressional Research Service has 
reported that a variable interest rate 
such as that proposed by 
Republicans would mean paying an 
extra $3,115 over 10 years and 


$5,484 over 15 years for a $17,000 
loan. 

Republicans claim that the money 
the government saves from no 
longer subsidizing fixed rate loans 
could be better spent on future and 
current students rather than those 
who have already finished college. 
The general thought process isn't 
bad, but making student loans hard- 
er to pay off seems like a pretty large 
deterrent to anyone considering 
going to school. 

On the other hand, large lenders 
such as Sallie Mae who have lost a 
considerable amount of business to 
students going to start-up firms that 
specialize in loan consolidation 
would benefit greatly from the pro- 
posal. And while we don't want to 
jump to any conclusions, the 
Republican chairman and sub-com- 
mittee chairman of the House 
Committee on Education and the 
Workforce each received $136,000 
and $175,000 respectively from 
large lending corporations over the 
last year and a half according to a 
report in Chronical from the Federal 
Election Commission records at the 
end of May. 

Also in the Republican playbook is 
a move to prevent the switch to 
fixed interest rates for student loans. 
This may seem like sound logic, but 


keeping the current variable interest 
rates will most likely have harsh 
consequences in the coming decade 
as interest rates continue to climb. 
While most democrats would like to 
lock the rate in at 6.8%, a minority 
of them are backing a bill that would 
allow variable rates but cap them at 
6.8%. 

The basic issue is that President 
Bush, supported by the Republican 
leaders in Congress, like the theory of 
making it easier for Americans to go 
college. However, they don't have 
the wherewithal to make it a reality. 


John Kerry's proposals don't require 


“cost neutral’ constraints because he 
plans to pay for his proposal by 
eliminating subsidized and guaran- 
teed profits that banks receive for 
making student loans. Kerry pro- 
poses that the substantial amount of 
money saved in the process go 
towards paying for 4 years of 
tuition-free education at a public 
institution for any student that has 
served in the American community 
for two years. And by serve we 
don't mean draft; Kerry intends to 
employ students in teaching posi- 
tions, health care positions, and 
national security positions, not ship- 
ping them off overseas. Education 
should be a “cost neutral” vote for 
Kerry.

The focus on registering col- 
lege-age students to vote is at an 
all-time high in what could be 
the most important presidential 
election in recent years.

The Republican-sponsored 
College Access and Opportunity 
Act, though, seems to be one such 
piece of legislation. One of its pro- 
posals is an increase in Federal Pell 
Grant Funding, which wouldn't just 
benefit low-income students, but 
traditional students as well. 
Sponsored by Rep. John Boehner 
of Ohio (R), the amendment to the 
Higher Education Act calls: for extra 
Pell Grant aid to high achieving 
students and year-round aid for all 
students. Its passage would allow 
dependent students to earn more 
money without losing their aid eli- 
gibility and would strengthen col- 
lege access programs like TRIO and 
GEAR, who fund Upward Bound 
and similar efforts, These programs 
seek to prepare high school and

academically and give disadvan- 
taged students a shot at starting out 
on equal footing with some of their 
peers. 

The College Access and 
Opportunity Act would also 
inerease funding for historically 
black colleges and universities while 
reducing origination fees for student 
loans, Any way you look at it, the 
bill is a winner if it ever Comes out 
of the committee it's been in since 
July. For those critics who say that 
smaller technical schools and com- 
munity colleges will lose out on 
new funding because their student 
base is being lured away by larger 
and more prestigious schools, I say, 
“Don't hate Congratulate.” 

It's time that disenfranchised and 
marginalized students are offered a 


substantial hand in picking them- 
selves up out of low-income nega 
tive, or limiting environments. The 
best way for that to happen is for 
some of us to gain the same educa- 
tion that those in power have. 
Armed with such knowledge, we 
can use the wisdom we've acquired 
through life experience along with 
the new things we've learned to 
secure our Own positions of power 
and authority within the current 
societal and educational systems 
Then, we can begin to restructure 
those systems so that society as a 
whole can be inclusive of all 
Americans. The College Access and 
Opportunity Act is a step in the 
right direction; lower interest rates, 
reduced origination fees and 
increased funding will make this bill 
a universally beneficial one.

Now, she is the Executive Director 
of an international human rights law 
group, Global Rights: Partners for Justice. 

McDougall grew up in Atlanta during a 
time when segregation was onerous. Each 
year, she explained, her high school would 
have its top student apply to Agnes Scott 
to test the institution's willingness to inte- 
grate. In 1965, McDougall was that stu- 
dent. 

Although there were a few kind students, 
McDougall remembers her time at Agnes 
Scott as a “profoundly lonely experience." 
On her first day on campus, President 
Alston called McDougall and her family 
into his office to explain that she would 
not have a roommate, Later on, as she sat 
alone in her dorm, a delegation of black 
custodians came by her room to tell her 
how proud they were. McDougall 
described it as a “wonderful, warm thing.” 

McDougall's Agnes Scott experience 
shaped her career goals and character. She 
says, 'l understand now what it feels like to

be identified singularly in a struggle." 

Comparing the environment in the South 
at the time with apartheid, she suggested 
the Civil Rights movement here had the 
"same spirit” as other 
activists movements 
around the world. 
Because there was no 
community for her on 
campus, McDougall 
also had to learn some 
survival skills. She 
humbly suggests, 
“Sometimes bravery is 
simply coping with 
the situation.” 

After attending Agnes Scott College for 
two years, she went on to receive her 
undergraduate degree from Bennington 
College in Vermont. McDougall 
explained that when she left, in 1967, she 
was still the only African-American student 
on campus. “I wanted to be ina situation 
that was of greater comfort to me.” 

She later received a JD from Yale 
University Law School and an LLM in 
public international law at the London 
School of Economics and Political Science. 

In September of 1994, she became the

Frustration with mass campus 
e-mails: rules, regulations of system

The average Agnes Scott student 
receives an estimated 10-15 cam- 
pus-wide e-mails per day accord- 
ding to Information Technology 
Services (ITS), With such a large 
amount of e-mail circulating 
around campus, it's no surprise 
that misuse of the college's internal 
distribution lists (#Students, 
#Faculty, #Staff, etc.) has sprung 
up On occasions. 

Violations of the posting policy 
have included political messages 
about the war in Iraq or the 2004 
elections. Such e-mails are in clear 
infringement of existing campus e- 
mail policies, which forbids the 
use of internal distribution lists for 
personal purposes. Recent viola- 
tions have brought up a range of 
responses front Agnes Scott stu- 
dents. 

“Even though | agreed with 


some of the politics, | don't neces- 
sarily agree that it is the proper 
use of campus e-mail,” said Judith 
Pierce ‘08. 

Others were a bit more lenient. 

“| think that some of it might 
even be good for those who are 
ignorant of politics!” said 
Courtney Hegert '08. 

“It doesn't bother me personally, 
and | feel that there are more 
major issues elsewhere. | don't 
think such e-mails are an everyday 
problem. What concerns me more 
is the bickering and general nasti- 
ness on public folders recently, 
which can be much more alienat- 
ing and hurtful to the community 
than any politically-minded mass 
e-mail,” said Adrienne Lowe '06. 

Regardless of what one’s opin- 
ions may be, here is a reminder of 
some of the guidelines for use of 
internal distribution lists that all 
users must follow. This list was

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First-Years eligible for 
Kempers Scholars Program 


Agnes Scott College has been chosen as one of the fifteen 
colleges to participate in the Kempers Scholars Program 
(KCP) offered by the James $. Kempers Foundation. The 
KCP is the oldest principle program that offers summer 
business experience with undergraduate academic programs. 
It also offers appropriate scholarship support based on finan- 
cial need. 

The amount of aid depends on the scholar's involvement. 
Kemper Scholars receive between $3000 and $8000 in 
scholarships a year for three years, as well as $2000 to 

per summer for two summers. The first summer's 
work experience will be spent with a non-profit organiza- 
tion in Chicago, and the second summer is based on the stu- 
dent's career and academic goals. 

In addition to other roles, the student would assume the 
task of mentoring other scholars, participating in local serv- 
ice activities, and writing proposals for internships. 

There are three equally weighted criteria for the program 
merit, need, and commitment. Three students will be cho- 
sen from Agnes Scott, and only one will be selected as a 
scholar. 

Potential scholars are expected to have good academic 
standing (at least a 3.0 GPA), exhibit leadership potential 
and service in high school and college, maturity, financial 
need, and an interest in administration and business.

Lost City of Atlantis no longer lost 


LIMASSOL, Cyprus — American researcher Robert Sarmast 
claimed Sunday to have discovered the remains of the leg- 
endary lost city of Atlantis on the bottom of the east 
Mediterranean Sea, but Cyprus’ chief government archaeol- 
ogist was skeptical. Robert Sarmast said sonar scanning 50 
miles southeast of Cyprus revealed man-made walls, one as 
long as two miles, and trenches at a depth of 1,640 yards. 
The chief government archaeologist of Cyprus, Pavlos 
Flourentzos, reacted with skepticism, telling The Associated 
Press: “More proof is necessary." 


Guerrilla warfare in Fallujah 


BAGHDAD, Iraq (AP) - US. soldiers battled insurgents 
northeast of Baghdad on Monday in clashes that killed 
more than 50 people, Some guerrillas were said to be “fight- 
ing to the death” inside Fallujah, where American forces 
struggled to clear pockets of resistance. At least five suicide 
car bombers targeted American troops elsewhere in volatile 
Sunni Muslim areas north and west of the capital, wounding 
at least nine Americans. Three of those bombings occurred 
nearly simultaneously in locations between Fallujah and the 
insurgent stronghold of Ramadi, the U.S. command said.

Hearing begins for airman accused of 
killing Robins Air Force Base couple 


MACON, Ga. - A military court hearing began Monday 
for an Air Force enlisted man accused of killing a couple at 
their Robins Air Force Base home.

Bush chooses Rice to replace Powell 


WASHINGTON (AP) _ President Bush has chosen national 
security adviser Condoleezza Rice to replace Colin Powell as 
secretary of state in President Bush's second term, a senior 
administration official said Monday. Powell, a retired four- 
star general who often clashed with more hawkish members 
of the administration on Iraq and other foreign policy issues, 
resigned in a Cabinet exodus that promises a starkly different 
look to President Bush's second-term team. 


Ron Howard to direct Da Vinci Code 


LOS ANGELES, Calif. - Director Ron Howard and producer 
Brian Grazer, the team behind “A Beautiful Mind” and “Dr 
Seuss's How the Grinch Stole Christmas,” will now be 
responsible for creating the Da Vinci Code Movie, based on 
the hugely popular Dan Brown novel. Howard said in 
Newsweek that they wanted Tom Hanks to star in the film 
because of the cerebral nature of Dan Brown's best-selling 
novel. Hanks would play Robert Langdon, a Harvard sym- 
bologist who is in a life-or-death race with a secret society to 
uncover the secrets of the Holy Grail hidden in the works of 
Leonardo Da Vinci. Hanks previously worked with Howard 
and Grazer on the movies “Splash” (1984) and “Apollo 13” 
(1995). 


NASA delays hypersonic jet launch 


Los Angeles, Calif. - NASA delayed a planned flight of an 
unmanned hypersonic jet designed to reach a record speed 
of Mach 10, or 7,000 mph on Monday. A problem devel- 
oped with the plane's avionics shortly before the flight, 
leaving too little time to reach the launch area as sched- 
uled, NASA officials said. Engineers planned to try again 
Tuesday to launch the plane off the California coast. Just 
12 feet long and five feet wide, the X-43A jet is mounted 
on a modified Pegasus rocket designed to be carried aloft 
by a B-52 aircraft and released at 40,000 feet. The rocket 
will carry the X-43A to 110,000 feet and separate, allow- 
ing the craft to fly for about 10 seconds with its supersonic 
combustion jet operating. 


Prices up on food, energy costs 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Wholesale costs, catapulted by 
more expensive energy and food, soared last month by the 
largest amount in more than 14 years. With inflation at the 
producer level accelerating sharply after months of being 
quite well-behaved, chances are rising the Federal Reserve 
will boost interest rates fora fifth time this year on Dec. 14.

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Party switching, once risky, eyed as key to survival by some

ATLANTA - Party switching used 
to be a risky business in Georgia. 
Now some politicians see it as a key 
to survival. 

"If you're in the minority and from 
rural Georgia, you're not going to 
have very much of a say in the leg- 
islative process," said Rep. Chuck 
Sims of Douglas, one of the most 
recent in a fairly long and perhaps 
growing list of Democrats who sud- 
denly have turned Republican. 

Sims took the plunge Monday 
along with Rep. Hinson Mosley of 
Jesup, who held onto his House 
seat by only about 220 votes after a 
fierce challenge from a Republican 
in last week's election. 

"This seat doesn't belong to me. It 
belongs to the people of my dis- 
trict," Sims said. “We have issues 
that are paramount to the people 
that live there and in order to have 
a voice, you have to be in the 


Five top state officials changed parties after 
the 1968 Democratic National Convention 
None of them were ever ¢lected to office 


again. They were: Comptroller General 
Jimmy Bentley, Agriculture Commissioner 
Phil Campbell, Public Service Commission 
Chairman Crawford Pilcher, Public Service 
Commissioner Alpha Fowler and state 
Treasurer Jack Ray.

For 130 years in Georgia, that 
meant being a Democrat. But now 
that means being a Republican. 

Republicans gained a majority in 
the House in last week's elections, 
guaranteeing them control of both 
chambers along with the governor's 
office when a new Legislature meets 
in January. 

For Democrats, the loss was the 
final act in a transition that over 
two elections has utterly stripped 
them from power in the statehouse. 

Party switching had a lot to do 
with it. In 2002, after becoming the 
first Republican elected governor 
since Reconstruction, Sonny Perdue 
quickly persuaded four Democratic 
senators to switch parties and, thus, 
give the GOP control of the Senate 
for the first time. 

The House stayed under 
Democrat control, but the slender 
margin grew even thinner this 
spring when five Democrats 
switched parties after a federal court 
ordered the state to use new maps 
for the Nov. 2 legislative elections 


1986 1994 
Attorney General Michael 
Bowers switched parties 
and was easily re-elected 
attomey general as a 
Republican. Four years 
later, after admitting to an 
adulterous affair, he lost a 
bid for the Republican 
nomination for governor. 


Senate President Sonny Perdue 
changed parties and was re- 
elected to the Senate as a 
Republican. With the Senate still 
under Democratic control, how- 
ever, he was stripped of power. 
Four years later, he was elected 
the first Republican governor of 
Georgia since Reconstruction. 


that left many Democrats in 
Republican-leaning districts. Four of 
the five switchers were re-elected as 
Republicans. 

Over the summer and fall, Perdue 
worked tirelessly to gain a 
Republican majority in the House. 
When that effort paid off, Sims and 
Mosley joined the new GOP-led 
ruling party. 

Perdue knows a few things about 
switching parties. In 1988 when still 
a state senator, he turned his back 
on a Democratic Party that had 
made him the second most power- 
ful figure in the state Senate. He 
complained that the party had 
grown corrupt and complacent. 

He was re-elected to the Senate as 
a Republican by the voters in his 
district, but ruling Democrats 
stripped him of power and ostra- 
cized him. 

"| was made the poster child of 
punitive measures as a signal to 
everyone else that this is what hap- 
pens to someone who does what 
Sonny does," he said in an interview

two years ago. 

That's what Democrats did to 
folks who changed parties, and 
they'd had some experience with it. 
In an initial rebellion in 1968, five 
of Georgia's top Democratic elect- 
ed officials changed parties, looking 
to ride a wave they thought was 
coming. None was ever elected to 
office again. 

And then there was former 
Attorney General Michael Bowers, 
who was re-elected to office after 
he switched parties in 1994. But 
four years later he failed in a bid for 
the Republican gubernatorial nomi- 
nation after admitting to a long- 
term adulterous affair. 

Where Democratic switchers of 
the past faced retaliation, no such 
likelihood exists now because the 
party has fallen out of power, said 
Mike Digby, a political scientist at 
Georgia College and State 
University 

"It's getting easier to switch," 
Digby said.

"There are no deep philosophical 
underpinnings here," he said. "It's 
all about surviving and being part of 
the winning party." 

It's also about timing. Those who 
switch when the party most needs 
them - like four senators who two 
years ago gave Republicans majority 
control of the upper chamber - 
were rewarded with powerful posi- 
tions and local projects. 

Those who come aboard later, like 
Sims and Mosley, could find them- 
selves back benchers. 

Still, there could be some advan- 
tages, Digby said. 

"There's always a cost-benefit cal- 
culus. You ask yourself, ‘What are 
my chances of winning if I stay a 
Democrat and I'm challenge by a 
Republican, or of running in the 
Republican primary as the incum- 
bent?”

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Personal Counseling able to 
accomidate student increase

The personal counseling center 
has had its hands full this semester. 
Since the campus now has over 
1,000 students, it is only logical 
that they would be inundated with 
new clients. 

However, Dr. Debra Moore ‘91, 
interim director of personal coun- 
seling, said that they are in no way 
over-Capacity. 

“We are still taking new clients,” 
she said. 

The center is busier this semester, 
but it’s nothing they cannot handle 
said Moore. 

"We have had to reassess how 
often we can see our existing 
clients because of the influx of new 
ones, but this does not mean we 
cannot handle it,” said Moore. 

The actual percentage increase in 
the number of students accessing 
the counseling center this semester, 
compared to fall semester last year, 
is 17 percent. 

“Despite this increase, we contin- 
ue to accommodate incoming 
requests for colinseling services and 
have not had to implement a wait 
list," Moore said. 

The counseling center is in place 
for use by students and works dili- 
gently to that end. But, it is not 
equipped to provide long-term, 
ongoing therapy. For students who 


need long-term or more specialized 
treatment, the counseling center 
will refer them to other profession- 


_als in the community. 


"We are primarily here to ensure 
the academic success of our stu- 
dents. We want to make sure that 
everyone gets the help they need, 
and sometimes that means access- 
ing resources within and beyond 
our center,” said Moore. 

There is a psychiatrist, Dr. 
Vanderlyn Sewell, who visits the 
campus twice a month for students 
who need medication consultation. 
The counseling center is working 
very hard to make sure that each 
student gets the assistance they 
need, 

The counseling center, in addi- 
tion to Moore who is a licensed 
psychiatrist, has Dr. Clair Fuller, 
also a licensed psychiatrist, Dr. 
Nancy Lewis ‘99, a post doctoral 
fellow, and three practicum stu- 
dents, Anneliese Singh, Shawn 
Blue, and Blythe Farish. They also 
have a half-time administration 
assistant, Barbara Washington ‘01. 

Moore is a long-time staff mem- 
ber of the personal counseling cen- 
ter. She and Claire Fuller became 
interim director and interim associ- 
ate director this semester when Dr. 
John Lucy took the associate dean 
of students position. 


Photos of Earth-like moon from Titan

On Oct. 15, 1997, a powerful 
Titan IV rocket launched the 
Cassini satellite from Cape 
Canaveral, Fla. A joint effort of 
NASA, the European Space 
Agency, and the Italian Space 
Agency, this project hopes to shed 
some light on Saturn and it's icy 
moon. 

Seven years and over two billion 
miles later, Cassini has reached the 
ringed planet and is preparing a Jan 
release of the Huygens probe into 
its largest moon. This is the first 
time that a spacecraft has orbited 
Saturn, a planet with 31 known 
moons. Cassini is also the largest 
interplanetary spacecraft ever built 
and will continue to orbit the plan- 
et for about four years after the 
Huygens release. 

Scientists are still unsure of the 
moon’ surface, having equipped 
the Huygens probe to land ina 
variety of terrains, including moun- 
tains, hydrocarbon seas, or sludge, 
The probe's landing will take 
approximately two hours to com- 
plete, using three sets of parachutes 
in the process. 

Huygens is designed to send eight 
kilobytes of data back to the 
Cassini satellite each second and 
snap over 1,100 pictures with its 
onboard camera. The longevity of 
the probe's lifespan once it touches 
Titan's surface, however, is not 
ensured—some estimate that it will 
only be able to send back informa- 
tion for a few minutes after touch- 
ing down. 

It is known that Titan's current 
atmosphere resembles what scien- 
tists believe Earth's atmosphere may 
have been like over four billion 
years ago. Data collected by 


Huygens may help determine how 
life began on Earth. Thick and 
murky, Titan's atmosphere is com- 
posed mainly of nitrogen with small 
amounts of methane and other 
organic compounds. A similar 
atmosphere could mean that Titan 
may have a comparable weather 
cycle. 

Huygen’s release into Titan's 
atmosphere is scheduled for Jan. 14. 
The Cassini satellite, which will be 
awaiting transmissions from 
Huygen as it makes it descent, can- 
not use its two high-powered cam- 
eras to record it visually because it 
will instead be using its antenna to 
capture the non-visual transmis- 
sions. 

This means that telescopes on 
Earth will be responsible for view- 
ing Huygen’s momentous descent. 
Specifically, high-powered tele- 
scopes in the Pacific Ocean area 
will be relied upon as Titan may 
best be viewed in this area during 
the probe's descent. 

Located on the summit of Mauna 
Kea, a dormant volcano on the Big 
Island of Hawaii, the 10 meter 
Keck telescope is ideally situated to 
observe Huygens plunge and possi- 
bly capture faint images of the fire- 
ball that will be created at the 
instant of the probe's entrance into 
the moon’ atmosphere. 

Named after Christiaan Huygens, 
the Dutch scientist who discovered 
Saturn's rings and Titan, and Jean- 
Dominique Cassini, the Italian who 
discovered many of the planet's 
other moons as well as a gap sepa- 
rating Saturn's rings (known as the 
"Cassini Division’), the Cassini- 
Huygens project has many scien- 
tists and space-enthusiasts looking 
forward to January.

To address 
these issues, Pete Miller 
and the upper manage- 
ment at Aramark (the com- 
pany contracted to super- 
vise the dining services at 
ASC) organized focus 
groups to determine just 
how they could improve 
this facet of college life. 

"There seemed to be a 
common thought that we 


p.m, during the week in 
Evans. They also thought 
that our weekend breakfast 
service was too early,” said Miller, 
director of food services. Also 
prevalent was the desire for greater 
variety at Mollie's, 

In response to this feedback, the 
dining hall has extended its week- 
day dinner closing time from 6:30 
p.m, to 7 p.m. The weekend 
breakfast and brunch hours were 
altered as well: Now early risers 
can have a continental breakfast 
from 8 a.m. to 11 a.m. and those 
who like to sleep in can enjoy 


brunch from 11 a.m. to 1:30 p.m. 
In addition, there is a greater vari- 
ety of foods available at Mollie's 
Grill. 

One of the concerns about these 
changes was their impact on the 
food services budget. Would more 
convenience foods in Alston mean 


(such as Lean Cuisine or Bagel 
Bites) available at Mollie's has not 
made students less likely to eat in 
Evans. “The majority of the meals 
are served in Evans, about 85 per- 
cent, whereas 15 percent are 
served in the Alston Campus 
Center.” He added that most of 
the food purchased at Mollie's 
is either bought when the din- 
ing hall is not open or to be 
saved for later. 

These changes have elicited 
positive response from the 
ASC student body. Caroline 
Kilpatrick ‘07, said, “The 
weekend hours are much more 
convenient.

Perhaps what should be 
emphasized is the fact that it 
is a network intranet site, the 
movement to an online 
directory has swept most 
major higher education cam- 
puses and a majority of them 
allow off campus visitors to 
view this information. Agnes 
Scott however, has taken pri- 
vacy concerns into consider- 
ation and will only release 
OPD information with a 
valid username and password 
— given only to faculty, staff 
and students who have a net- 
work account. 

While we understand the 


general outcry for regulation 
of what information is post- 
ed on OPD, the more press- 
ing issue is whether the cam- 
pus is aware that their infor- 
mation will be made avail- 


able to the Agnes Scott com- 


munity. Under the Family 
Educational Rights & Privacy 
Act (FERPA) Agnes Scott 
can release information clas- 
sified as “Directory 
Information" without the stu- 
dent's consent. Sorry ladies 
and gentlemen, no lawsuits. 
The college does have the 
right to post most of the 
information on OPD, but 
whether due justice was 
done in notifying the cam- 
pus it would be made avail- 
able on the intranet is anoth- 
er debacle that will be 
addressed later. 

The larger glitch in the 
amended version of OPD is 
one which has created more 
of a stir on campus than the 
catalog of Kodak moments. 
Cell phone numbers. Yes, 
the veritable GPS system for 
students is now also available 
online. FERPA allows for the 
listing of students’ “local tele- 
phone numbers” and accord- 
ing to LaNeta Counts, 
Director of Information 
Technology Services, the 
college felt that cell phone 
numbers were a necessary 
addition in today's world 


)PD ‘outrageous 


where it's often the surest 
way to reach a student. 

“Student cell phone num- 
bers were added because of] 
increased student reliance on 
cell phones as their primary 
voice communication media. 
Recognition of this reliance 
and the associated need for 
access to these numbers as 
part of crisis management 
communication," said 
Counts. 

Granted that most of us are 
too busy running between 
classes and meetings and 
other such adventures to get 
around to answering those 
pesky messages on the dorm 
phone; however, chances are 
that if we haven't responded 
to the last five e-mails, or 
returned your last three 
phone messages, we're not 
going to appreciate a call on 
our personal cell phone. 

Many students have long 
distance cell phone numbers 
and receiving incoming calls 
from additional individuals 
on campus could be costly. 
Students, as well as faculty 
and staff, do have the option 
to exclude any or all infor- 
mation from the OPD sys- 
tem simply by e-mailing reg- 
istrar or dirupdate respective- 
ly, Apparently-this informa- 
tion was relatively unknown 
based on the opening of the 
floodgates of complaints 


recently. 

Whether the fault lies with 
the college for failing to 
emphasize this information 
or the campus community 
for not taking the time to 
read the handbook, well 
that’s one for you to decide. 
But perhaps a lot of stress 
could be saved if the campus 
did actually try that simple 
concept of perusing the 
handbook. 

In response to the various 
complaints the college has 
revised the items considered 
“Directory Information’ to 
include cell phone numbers 
and ID card photos. An 
announcement will be sent 
to the campus specifying the 
changes, pending the 
approval of the Executive 
Council. So perhaps this 
should have been step one in 
this process, but hindsight is 
always 20/20. The fact that 
the additions were made in 
response to student, faculty 
and staff requests may have 
also given the college the 
idea that there wouldn't be 
an issue with posting the 
information on a secure 
intranet site. =

Dear Editor; 

This weekend, Nov. 19-21, I will 
join thousands in Columbus, 
Georgia to expose a glaring double 
standard in the “war on terrorism’— 
the School of the Americas 
(renamed Western Hemisphere 
Institute for Security Cooperation). 
Graduates of this institution contin- 
ue to be implicated in acts of terror- 
ism - civilian-targeted killings - 
throughout Latin America. 

The SOA/WHINSEC has trained 
60,000 Latin American soldiers in 
combat skills and psychological 
warfare. In 1996, the Pentagon was 
forced to release training manuals 
used at the school that advocate 


torture, false imprisonment, extor- 
tion and execution. 

In response to public pressure, 
Congress authorized the WHIN- 
SEC to replace the SOA in Dec, of 
2000. The renaming was widely 
viewed as an attempt to diffuse 
public criticism and to disassociate 
the school from its dubious reputa- 
tion at a time when SOA oppo- 
nents were poised to win a Senate 
vote on legislation that would have 
dismantled the school. Even SOA 
supporters have characterized the 
reforms as “basically cosmetic.” 

The renaming maneuver has failed 
to fool the public. A growing move- 
ment of human rights groups, reli- 


gious clergy and laypeople, stu- 
dents, veterans, unionists and many 
others will converge in Georgia this 
weekend, including a contingent 
from Agnes Scott College. We will 
demand that this terrorist training 
camp on US soil be shut down. 
The path to lasting peace and secu- 
rity can only be found if we imple- 
ment foreign policy that reflects our 
ideals of justice and democracy.

NHL and players’ association sched- 
ule talk to end lockout 


NEW YORK (AP) - The NHL accepted an invitation 
from the players’ association on Thursday to return to the 
negotiating table in an effort to end the lockout that began 
nearly three months ago. 

Ina letter sent to NHL commissioner Gary Bettman on 
Thursday, players’ association executive director Bob 
Goodenow proposed that the sides meet next week in 
Toronto and said the union is working on a new proposal. 

No official talks have occurred since Sept. 9, when the 
union made its last offer. The lockout reached its 78th day 
on Thursday. : 

“We look forward to meeting with the NHL Players’ 
Association next week,” said Bill Daly, the league's chief 
legal officer. “We are hopeful that the NHLPAs offer will be 
a meaningful effort to address the league's economic prob- 
lems. When we receive the proposal, we will evaluate it 
closely and respond appropriately.” 


Worlds AIDS Day celebrated Dec. 1 


Wednesday, Dec. 1 marked the 16th year of World AIDS 
Day, which was first established by the World Health 
Organization in 1988. The global commemoration of 
World AIDS Day included a star-studded concert in New 
York City as well as increased media attention. Since AIDS 
was first named in 1982, the disease, which was once rele- 
gated to the fringes of society, has reached near epidemic 
proportions. The focus of this years: World AIDS Day cam- 
paign was the emerging face of the HIV/AIDS pandemic, 
women. According to the United Nations Programme on 
HIV/AIDS, for the first time, half of the 37.2 million adults 
(15-49) living with HIV/AIDS are women. Through 
increased public awareness and changing policies concern- 
ing gender inequality, the United Nations hopes to affect 
the conditions which make women and girls three times 
more likely to become infected with HIV than their male 
counterparts. 


Scott Peterson found guilty of murder 


After nine days of deliberations, Scott Peterson was found 
guilty of first-degree murder in the death of his wife, Laci, 
and second-degree murder in the death of their unborn son, 
Conner. During the trial, two different jury members had 
to be replaced due to conducting theif own research on the 
case and leaking information to the public. The five-month 
long trial ended on Nov. 12 when the jurors declared him 
guilty, but no sentence was set during this trial. The penal- 
ty phase of the trial began on Nov. 22. Peterson could face 
either the death penalty or a sentence of life in prison with- 
out parole for the murders. Defense attorneys are using 
family testimonies in an attempt to persuade the jury that 
executing Peterson would be detrimental to his family. The 
jury is expected to begin their deliberations within the next 
week to decide Peterson's fate.

Ukraine court adjourns without decision 


KIEV, Ukraine (AP) - Tens of thousands of upbeat opposi- 
tion supporters partied in Kievs main square Thursday, 
erecting a Christmas tree and waving orange flags, in a 
show of confidence as the Supreme Court heard final argu- 
ments on whether to overturn disputed election results. 
With Ukraine's political crisis nearing a decisive turning 
point, Russian President Vladimir Putin took the govern- 
ment’ side in a deepening dispute over how to proceed 
once the judges issue a ruling. 


Sharon turning to rivals to save coalition 


TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) - Fresh from a painful parliamentary 
defeat, Israeli Prime Minister Ariel Sharon said Thursday 


he'll turn to his old rivals in the Labor Party to save his shat- 


tered coalition and get the support he needs to leave the 
Gaza Strip. Speaking to Israeli newspaper and broadcast 
editors, Sharon also extended something of an olive branch 
to the Palestinians, saying Israel won't launch offensives in 
their territory if the situation remains calm. 


Tom Brokaw signs off after 23 years 


After reporting the nightly news from his desk at NBC for 
23 years, anchorman Tom Brokaw signed off for the final 
time last week. Brokaw has reported for NBC since 1966, 
starting as a White House correspondent. During his final 
telecast, Brokaw thanked NBC and the audience of his 
"Nightly News" program. 

“Thanks for all.that | have learned from you. That's been 
my richest reward," said Brokaw. 

Brokaw is stepping away from the “Nightly News" desk to 
pursue other interests, including spending more time with 
his wife, Meredith, at his Montana ranch. His NBC con- 
tract requires him to host at least three documentaries a 
year. 

“If a huge story breaks, I'll report for duty. It doesn’t mean 
I'll go back to what I did before. They'll have to find a new 
role for me,” said Brokaw. 

Brokaw’s successor will be anchorman Bryan Williams, 
who takes over “Nightly News” with Thursday's broadcast. 


Bush adamant on Iraq election schedule 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President Bush said Thursday that 
Iraq's elections must not be delayed from their scheduled 
date of Jan. 30, rejecting calls from more than a dozen politi- 
cal parties there to postpone them until security at the polls 
can be ensured. “It's time for Iraqi citizens to go to the polls,” 
Bush told reporters in the Oval Office at the start of a meet- 
ing with Nigerian President Olusegun Obasanjo.

Unique and thoughtful greeting cards are always 
appreciated, especially during the holiday seasons. 
When preparing personalized Christmas greeting 
cards from the Agnes Scott College community, 
President Mary Brown Bullock ‘66 thought a few 
sound words from Robert Frost, the college's favorite 
poet, would be appropriate.

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Morality vs economics: 
Living wage teach-in

Agnes Scott hosted its second 
Living Wage Teach-In on 
Wednesday Feb. 2. Varying 
members of the ASC community 
attended portions of a six-hour 
series of panel discussions, video 
screenings, student and communi-

In Sept. 2002, the first living 
wage teach-in resulted in base pay 
starting at $10 per hour for ASC 
facilities workers. The goal of the 
second teach-in was to propose to 
the college administration and 
Board of Trustees meeting the 
Atlanta's recently adopted living 
wage standard of $10.50 per hour 
plus medical insurance. 

Beth Shulman, author of The 
Betrayal of Work: How Low Wage Jobs 
Fail 30 Million Americans, delivered 
the keynote address. A lawyer 
and a consultant on work-related 
issues, Shulman was former vice 
president of the United Food and 
Commercial Workers Union. Dr.

Middle east leaders pledge peace 


SHARM EL-SHEIK, Egypt (AP) — Israeli and Palestinian 
leaders said they will declare a formal end to more than four 
years of fighting during a summit Tuesday in this Egyptian 
resort —a breakthrough in Mideast peacemaking that 
comes after both sides also accepted invitations to meet sep- 
arately with President Bush at the White House. The cease- 
fire deal, finalized during last-minute preparations Monday 
on the eve of the summit, was the clearest indication yet of 
momentum following Yasser Arafat's death, the election of a 
new Palestinian leader and a signal from the White House 
that it plans a renewed push for peace. 


Woman breaks world sailing record 


LONDON (AP) — Ellen MacArthur has endured stormy 
seas, 65 mph winds, a broken sail, burns, bruises and exhaus- 
tion--even a close encounter with a whale. The payoff: a 
solo around-the-world sailing record. 

The 28-year-old Englishwoman completed the 26,000-mile 
circumnavigation at 5:29 p.m. EST on Monday by crossing 
an imaginary finish line between Ushant, France, and the 
Lizard peninsula in Cornwall on the south coast of England. 

Her final time was 71 days, 14 hours, 18 minutes and 33 
seconds, her control team said. 

Her 75-foot trimaran BxQ broke the record set by Francis 
Joyon, who set the mark of 72 days, 22 hours, 54 minutes 
and 22 seconds, in February 2004. She beat Joyon's mark by 
1 day, 8 hours and 35 minutes. 

"| don't think until I see faces again that it's really going to 
sink in,” she said in comments posted on her Web site. “It’s 
been an absolutely unbelievable journey both physically and 
mentally. I'm absolutely overjoyed.”

Terri’s law declared unconstitutional 


Terri Schiavo has been in a coma since 1990. On 
Monday, Jan. 24, Florida's Supreme Court refused to hear 
the case of Michael Schiavo vs the state of Florida, declar- 
ing that the law Governor Bush implemented to keep 
Schiavo alive was unconstitutional. Since 1993, Michael 
Schiavo has been fighting to have his wife's feeding tube 
removed so she can die peacefully, claiming that she would- 
n't have wanted to be on life support indefinitely. 

However, Schiavo’ parents believe that she should be 
allowed to live, despite the fact that she suffered brain dam- 
age severe enough to impair her from all facets of life 
except breathing. Last year, Schiavo's parents lost a court 
case to keep her on the feeding tube. The tube was pulled 
shortly afterwards, allowing her to die. Governor Bush 
then stepped in upon request of Schiavo’ parents and had 
the feeding tube reinserted and passed a legislative law enti- 
tled “Terris Law”, that requires the feeding tube to remain. 
The Supreme Court's decision on Jan. 24 determined that 
Governor Bush had overstepped his boundaries and that 
Terris Law is unconstitutional. 


Firefighter bites head off of parrot 


A firefighter in Edgewater, FL, was charged with animal 
cruelty on Sun., Feb. 6 after he bit the head off of a parrot, 
According ts police reports, Bruce Coates, 34, had become 
intoxicated and was playing billiards with several friends at 
a pre-Super Bowl party when he spotted a parrot on some- 
one’s shoulder. He leaned forward, grabbed the bird, and 
bit its head off. According to witnesses, blood splattered 
on the walls and formed a puddle on the carpet. Coates 
fled the scene, apologizing and offering to replace the bird. 
The local sheriffs office plans to seek a warrant for his 
arrest. 


Bob Schieffer to replace Dan Rather 


NEW YORK (AP) _ Veteran “Face the Nation” host Bob 
Schieffer will temporarily replace Dan Rather as “CBS 
Evening News” anchorman when Rather steps down next 
month, the network said Feb. 3 

Schieffer will serve “for a short transition period” until the 
broadcast gets a new format, CBS News President Andrew 
Heyward said. 

CBS chief Leslie Moonves said last month that he was 
probably going to install a multi-anchor format for the 
"CBS Evening News,” which has been a distant third in the 
ratings behind NBC and ABC, 

The Schieffer announcement confirms that new format 
wont be ready in time for Rather's exit March 9 _ the 24th 
anniversary of when he took over from Walter Cronkite. 

“I'm very honored that they asked me, but I'm not replac- 
ing Dan Rather,” Schieffer said. “This is a temporary assign- 
ment and I'm doing it to be helpful until they come up wit 
what comes next.” : 

Schieffer, who joined CBS News in 1969 and has been 
chief Washington correspondent since 1982, will continue 
with “Face the Nation” during this period. He will anchor 
the evening news from CBS’ New York studio. 

A Texan like Rather, the amiable Schieffer has led “Face 
the Nation’ since 1991, making it competitive for second 
place behind NBC's dominant “Meet the Press." Schieffer, 
who turns 68 this month, anchored the Saturday edition of 
the "CBS Evening News” for 20 years until 1996. 


Memphis firefighters in hot water 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) — The Memphis Fire 
Department has reprimanded 19 firefighters for wearing 
department equipment while performing "unbecoming" 
acts at a racy fashion show benefit. 

Fire officials said the men failed to get permission to use 
the department's name at the police and firefighters gala 
last summer. 

Investigators reviewed a videotape of the event, which 
featured nearly nude men who appeared to wear only soap 
suds on stage and at least two women who were hoisted in 
the air with their legs around the men's waists. Others in 
the show swung badges, wore department pants and held 
nightsticks, 

According to the fire department, 28 firefighters were 
involved in the event, but there was not enough evidence 
to punish some, and some did not have on uniforms.

Bush budget would cut Medicad, dis- 
abled housing, but still worsen deficits 


WASHINGTON (AP) _ President Bush proposed a $2.57 tril- 
lion budget Monday that would erase scores of programs and 
slice Medicaid, disabled housing and many more but still wors- 
en federal deficits by $42 billion over the next five years. 

In one of the most austere presidential budgets in years _ one 
that faces precarious prospects in Congress _ Bush would give 
nine of the 15 Cabinet-level departments less money in 2006 
than they are getting this year. Overall, he would cut non-secu- 
rity domestic spending _ excluding automatically paid benefits 
like Medicare _ by nearly 1 percent next year. Bush said it was 
the first such reduction proposed by the White House since 
President Reagan's day. 

Forty-eight education programs would be eliminated, includ- 
ing one for ridding drugs from schools. In all, more than 150 
government-wide programs would be eliminated or slashed 
deeply, including Amtrak subsidies, oil and gas research, and 
grants to communities hiring police officers. 

Bush would slow the growth of benefit programs by $137 bil- 
lion over the next decade, nearly quadruple the savings he pro- 
posed a year ago with little success. Chief among the targets 
would be Medicaid, the federal-state health insurance program 
for the poor and disabled, but farmers payments, student loans 
and veterans medical services were also on the chopping block. 


Convict pays two million for crime 


NEW YORK (AP) - An imprisioned child molester and former 
mental patient was ordered to pay $2 million to the family of a 
6-year-old boy whose 1979 disappearance helped give rise to 
the national movement to publicize the cases of missing chil- 
dren, 

The judge who ordered Jose R. Ramos to pay the money also 
ruled in May 2004 that Ramos was responsible for Etan Patz 
death after the inmate ignored orders to answer deposition 
questions fora lawyer for the boy’s parents. 

Brian O'Dwyer, lawyer for Stanley and Julia Patz, had tried 
unsuccessfully to interview Ramos at the Pennsylvania prison 
where he is serving a 20-year sentence for sexually abusing an 
8-year-old boy. 

O'Dwyer said Ramos, who apparently has no assets, was say- 
ing he planned to sell his story. 

"This puts an end to the obscenity of Ramos possibly making 
money off Etan’s death,” the lawyer said of the decision made 
public Monday. 

Etan was the subject of one of the most extensive missing- 
child searches ever after he vanished May 25, 1979, while walk- 
ing from his lower Manhattan home to a bus stop two blocks 
away for the ride to school. He was the first missing child 
whose photo was put on the side of a milk carton. 

The boy was never found, but was officially declared dead in 
2001. 


Mich. Boy crashes into cop car 


SAND LAKE, Mich. (AP) — A boy drove his mother's car to a 
video store in the middle of the night, police said — and he's all 
of 4 years old. 

Even though he was unable to reach the accelerator, the boy 
managed to put the car in gear and the idling engine provided 
enough power to take him slowly to the store, a quarter-mile 
from his home, about 1:30 a.m. Friday, Police Chief Doug 
Heugel said. Finding the store closed, the youngster began a 
slow trip home. 

Weaving and with its headlights off, the car got the attention 
of police Sgt. Jay Osga, who initially thought he was following a 
driverless car that had taken off after being left running at a gas 
pump. 

The car turned into the boy's apartment complex and struck 
two parked cars, then backed up and struck Osga's police car. 

That's when Osga discovered the boy inside. 

"He knew how to go from forward to reverse," Osga said 
Monday. "The mother said she taught him how to drive by let- 
ting him sit on her lap and steer." 

ne charges will be filed against the boy or his mother, Heugel 
said. 

"He's 4 years old. His mom didn't even know he was up," 
Heugel told The Grand Rapids Press. "I don't think he even real- 
izes what he did."

AscAgnes aims not only to make 
life a bit easier for students but 
also for faculty as well.

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Sexism in academia

Dr. Lawrence Summers, the 
president of Harvard University, 
recently came under fire for con- 
troversial remarks he made at a 
private conference. 

Public criticism began on Friday, 
Jan. 14, when Summers spoke 
about women and minorities in 
science at a conference at the 
National Bureau of Economic 
Research. When approached to 
give the speech, Summers was 
asked to take a provocative angle 
on the issue. The angle he chose, 
however, has attracted nation- 
wide attention and scrutiny. 

In his speech, Summers offered 
the results of his research on the 
reasons why women tend to 
achieve a lesser level of success in 
the fields of math and science. He 
spoke of the pressures of married 
life and children as one of the 
main reasons for the lack of 
women holding faculty positions. 

Summers also claimed that gen- 
der discrimination still plays a part 
in women's lack of success. 
However, his primary explanation 
cited economics to account for 
women’ lack of presence in these 
fields. 

“The real issue is the overall size 
of the pool [of available women 
faculty], and it’s less clear how 
much the size of the pool was 
held down by discrimination,” 
Summers said, linking an econom- 
ic theory to explain the lack of 
women in faculty positions. 

Summers pinpointed the main 
reason why few women are in 
these fields as innate sexual differ- 
ences existing between the gen- 
ders. 

“Research in behavioral genetics 
is showing that things people pre- 
viously attributed to socialization 
weren't due to socialization after 
all,” said Summers. 

Summers claims that the lower 
number of girls in relation to boys 
who achieve top scores on high 
school science and math tests may 
be one manifestation of his theo- 
ty. To illustrate the existence of 


this innate differ- 
ence, Summers told 
a story involving his 
daughter, who, after 
having received two 
trucks, treated them 
like dolls and named 
them “daddy” and 
“baby.” 

Here at Agnes 
Scott, many would 
challenge this idea 
of males being pre- 
disposed to outper- 
form women in the 
areas of math and 
science. 

"This supposed 
propensity to 
domesticate does 
not prove on its 
own that women are 
necessarily predis- 
posed to perform 
poorly in the sci- 
ences. The fact that 
women are under- 
represented in the

could miean that 

they should be more 

exposed to scientific career oppor- 
tunities,” says Jessica 
MacNaughton, '06, a biology 
major, on the problem of making 
assumptions about women’s roles 
and abilities. 

The controversial content of 
Summers’ speech has been linked 
to the recent lack of female facul- 
ty recruitment at Harvard 
University. Summers was appoint- 
ed president of the university in 
2001. During Summers presiden- 
cy, the availability of tenured jobs 
offered to women has dropped 
from 36% to 13%, In 2004, 
women were offered only four of 
32 tenured jobs. 

The speech has upset many, 
with most of the outcry coming 
from the academi¢ world, Both 
male and female professors and 
presidents of institutions have 
voiced dissatisfaction and frustra- 
tion with his point of view, as 
have many students. However, 
one Agnes Scott student majoring 
in the sciences takes a slightly 


more positive note. 

"| feel Agnes Scott has prepared 
women in science to face these 
social challenges. Summers’ 
remarks have only challenged me 
and hopefully others to prove 
otherwise of women in science,” 
says Sara Scherer, ‘06, concerning 
her continued hope for women’s 
progress in the sciences, 

Among other remarks, Summers 
responded to the outroar over his 
speech by saying that, “Despite 
reports to the contrary, | did not 
say, and I do not believe, that girls 
are intellectually less able than 
boys, or that women lack the abil- 
ity to succeed at the highest levels 
of science. As the careers of a 
great many distinguished women 
scientists make plain, the human 
potential to excel in science is not 
somehow the province of one 
gender or another. It is a capacity 
shared by girls and boys, by 
women and men, and we must do 
all we can to nurture, develop, 
and recognize it, along with other 
Vital talents.”

tee hoped the night would accom- 
plish, committee chair Dr. Chris 
DePree, professor of astronomy, 
said that now was the time to shape 
the details that would make the 
broad goals of improving the soph- 
omore year a reality.

In a one million dollar study con- 
ducted by the John S. and James L. 
Knight Foundation, researchers 
found that many high school aged 
students disapprove of the first 
amendment, claiming that it allows 
too much freedom. The study 
began in early 2004, polling over 
100,000 students, 8,000 teachers 
and more than 500 administrators at 
544 public and private high schools 
throughout the LS. The tests show 
that many students are not aware of 
their first amendment coverage; 
they often failed to correctly answer 
basic questions about their rights. 
When asked about censorship, the 
majority of students share the belief 
that newspapers should not be able 
to publish freely without govern- 
ment approval. 

Overall, the study shows that 
youth today are more restrictive 
than their predecessors. 

"These results are not only dis- 
turbing; they are dangerous. 
Ignorance about the basics of this 
free society is a danger to our 
nation’s future,” said Hodding 
Carter III, president of the Funding 
Foundation, told CNN.

Linda Puntney, executive director 
of the Journalism Education 
Association, claims that the senti- 
ments towards the first amendment 
is based moreso in ignorance than 
in apathy. 

“Schools don't do enough to teach 
the first amendment. Students often 
don't know the rights it protects,” 
said Puntney said CNN. 

The study suggests that students 
will embrace first amendment free- 
doms if they are properly educated 
about them. Unfortunately, due to 
numerous budget cuts in education 
over the years, many schools can- 
not afford to make the issue a prior- 
ity. Educational venues such as 
high school newspapers and news 
shows suffer from the fund reduc- 
tion. About one in five schools no 
longer offer media activities. Of 
that one-fifth, over 40% of the 
schools lost their programs within 
the last five years. 

Are similar views reflected on our 
campus? 

When asked to what degree the 
government should censor the 
media, if any, Alia Ravenna '07 
answered, “Only in the most

censorship, for things like no nudity 
on primetime TV, but as for censor- 
ing the government’ actions when 
it’s on the news, that's when matters 
get a little iffy.” 

“Nudity and profanity should be 
controlled but when the media is 
trying to expose what the govern- 
ment has done, then the govern- 
ment shouldn't be able to stop that. 
The public relies on the media for 
knowledge," said Shailee Pradhan 
'05 expressing similar views.

Tonight, Susannah York, acclaimed English stage actor, will 
enliven Presser Hall with her performance of “The Loves of 
Shakespeare's Women.” York conceived and adapted “The 
Loves" in Edinburgh in 2003 from Shakespeare soliloquies, son- 
nets, and scenes drawn from his plays. Since then, she has 
refined “The Loves” into a one-woman, six-week show. that 
highlights the female characters of the Bard's works. When 
asked if each show was performed verbatim, York replied “It is 
always a work in progress. | am continuously adding new bits 
and removing parts for the sake of making it work fluidly in 
each show.” 

For approximately two hours, York transforms herself into vari- 
ous Shakespearean female characters, pausing between selections 
to offer the audience personal perspectives on her nearly half a 
century long career in theater. 

“The Loves” is divided into two acts; in the first, York performs 
younger, more inexperienced characters such as Juliet, Viola, 
Rosalind, Isabella, and Portia, In an attempt to parallel her own 
life and career, York dedicates the second act to registering the 
deeply mature contexts in which Lady Macbeth, Gertrude, 
Emilia, and Constance were known. 

York began her formal theatre training at the Royal Academy 
of Dramatic Art in London at16. Since then, she has acted in 
over 74 films, made innumerable appearances on the stage, guest 
starred in TV sitcoms and written two children's books. York 
said that her favorite theatre experience was playing Nora in 
Henrik Ibsen's “A Doll's House’. “I feel the most close to her 
(Nora),” 

She is best known in the films “A Man for All Seasons” (1966), 
"The Killing of Sister George" (1968), and "They Shoot Horses, 
Don't They?” (1969), for which she received a best supporting 
actress Academy Award nomination. In 1972, she received a 
best actress award at Cannes for her role in the Robert Altman 
film “Images”, which was based on a story she had written. 

In a telephone interview with York on Jan. 27, she expressed 
her excitement in performing for the Agnes Scott community 
and the opportunity to work with the Blackfriars, ASC’s theatre 
group, during an acting workshop on Feb. 10, 

"It is lovely to work in London- it is my home after all. 
However, | do love to tour for the stage and since | had three 
extra days in the southeast, | thought why not perform in 
Atlanta?” 

For aspiring actors, York offered this piece of advice: “I said 

this to my own two children, who 
were actors in their own right. 
Don't do it (acting) unless 
you absolutely have to, 
If you have to, then go 
for it, full on. There 
are so many bril- 
liantly accom- 
plished actors 
out there today 
that would not 
be there if they 
had any less than 
the enormous, com- 
plete passion that is 
required of this art."

Maryville College and Fisk University- boast better 
records than the Scotties. Although this season will not 
be a winning season, the Scotties have much to be 
proud of. 

There have been only five games in which all eight 
players suited up and played. Out of those five ball 
games, the Scotties won three of them; two of which 
were conference games. The team’s inability to rotate 
and rest players because they were missing one or two 
made the difference in four or five losses for the team. 

In addition, seven of the eight players on the basket- 
ball team are first-year students, and with this youth 
comes inexperience, 

“Being a college athlete is a different level [than play- 
ing high school basketball].

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New policies ease 
housing process

Based on feedback from current 
campus residents, the office of resi- 
dence life plans to make changes 
for the room draw this April. These 
changes are expected to make room 
draw 2005-2006 a much clearer and 
smoother process 

One of the ways that residence 
life will accomplish this is to help 
make students aware of the choices 
they can make for housing so stu- 
dents can find a better fit. "The resi- 
dence life staff and student sen- 
ate. ..{ will] feature a campus wide 
open house in March so students 
can get a better sense of rooms and 
choices,” said Michelle Thompson, 
associate dean of students. 

This will be the first time an open 
house of this sort will occur, 
Previous open houses were only 
scheduled on family weekends. 

"We realized that the first-years 
were walking around during family 
weekend to see the different dorm 
rooms. The student senate thought 
an official dorm open house would 
be a great idea," said Dean 
Thompson 

The dorm open house will be 
scheduled in mid-March, and resi- 
dent advisors will be on hand to 
safeguard open dorm rooms. 

Singly occupied dorm rooms will 
now be pricier to obtain, and stu- 
dents who room together will be 
given the priority of choosing a 
more spacious room, Stricter poli- 
cies will also be enforced—students 
must have paid their re-registration 
deposit and ensure that their room- 
mate will be living on campus for 
the coming year before they are 
given a chance to register for a 
room 

Dean Thompson also addressed 
the problem when last year's sopho- 


mores were upset when some first 
years were able to pick better 
rooms first. 

"Student cards for room draw are 
based on what it says about them in 
the data system; and a computer 
assigns random lottery numbers 
Some students are in a higher class 
year than the class they entered in 
by virtue of their course credits,” 
said DeanThompson. 

With the new summer school pro- 
gram planned, changes in summer 
housing will also be implemented. 
Because there is no meal plan for 
the summer, housing is made avail- 
able only in Avery Glen apartments 
and the theme houses, which are 
equipped with kitchens. 

According to Dean Thompson, 
many students were unhappy with 
the conditions of the Avery Glen 
apartments after summer school 
2004. 

"There was an incident where the 
charcoal for grills were smeared all 
over the carpet,” said Dean 
Thompson. 

Residence life will now plan for 
most summer students who stay on 
campus to fill the theme houses 
first, before Avery Glen. Students 
who lived in Avery Glen in the 
summer will continue to do so for 
the remainder of the academic year 
This will benefit 2005-2006 school- 
bound residents, by allowing time 
needed to repaint and prepare the 
rest of the vacant apartments for 
new incoming residents. 

Avery Glen will also be closed to 
sophomores. Dean Thompson cited 
the reason that sophomores are no 
allowed to live in Avery

Drawing from his extensive knowledge of 
Greek history, Professor Parry referenced 
Plato's New Republic, a revolutionary work 
for its time because it suggested that a repub- 
lic begins with civic duty and that rulers 
should be philosophers in addition to being 
knowledgeable of practical matters such as 
warfare. 

“At Agnes Scott, students learn how to 
accomplish our most important task- being 
human - by balancing a liberal arts education 
within the utility of society. The teaching of 
societies’ values lies in the Humanities, which 
is ingrained within the liberal arts.” 

Professor Parry also noted how Agnes 
Scott's mission statement of educating women 
to “think deeply, live honorably, and engage

Dr. Betty Scott Noble '71, a granddaughter 
of the founding Scott family, gave the open- 
ing invocation.

President Bush proposes 
elimination of Perkins Loan

President Bushis 2006 fiscal year budget plan proposes rais- 
ing the maximum Pell Grant. This would be accomplished, in 
part, by eliminating the Perkins loan and requiring colleges to 
return the federal share of the money used to make the loan 
over a ten year period. The Perkins loans targets students 
from low- and middle- income bracket families. Agnes Scott 
College does not offer the loan; the number of institutions 
that provide it has declined. In 2004, colleges made 1.2 bil- 
lion dollars in Perkins loans. 

In addition to eliminating the Perkins loan, President Bush 
also plans to cut programs geared toward low-and middle- 
income families at the middle and high school levels. The 
programs “Gear Up", “Talent Search”, and “Upward Bound’ 
would be eliminated if President Bushis plan is accepted by 
Congress.

Athletes’ acadmeic troubles 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) _ At least one team at half 
the nation’s Division | schools could lose scholar- 
ships next year because of poor academic perform- 
ance, according to a preliminary report released 
Monday by the NCAA. 

Of the 5,720 teams at 328 Division | schools, 
about 410 teams risk penalties. 

Most of the scholarship losses, which would be 
for one year, are expected to come in football, 
baseball and men’s basketball. Those were the only 
sports with averages below a 925-point cut line at 
which penalties would be assessed. 

The new calculation gives athletes one point 
each semester for remaining eligible and another 
point each semester for staying in school. The 
points for each team then are divided by the high- 
est possible total of points a team could score. 
That percentage is assessed a point total, with 
1,000 being the highest. Schools scoring below 
925, or 92.5 percent, could face penalties. 

The NCAA will use a statistical adjustment, simi- 
lar to the margin of error used in presidential polls, 
to prevent statistical anomalies for teams with few 
athletes. 

Corrections to the scores are expected to be 
announced in April. The NCAA also will institute 
a yet-to-be determined waiver process to avoid 
penalties. 
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Bodies of two Ga school boys 
found off Fl coast 


SUWANNEE, Fla.- The Coast Guard discovered the dead bodies 


of two Georgia boys in the Gulf of Mexico earlier this week, two 
days after their disappearance. The 14-year-old boys, Sean 
Wilkinson of Acworth and Clay McKemie of Rome, had been 
separated from their canoeing group during their Spring Break 
excursion. 

The choppiness of the water and the inexperience of the pad- 
dlers was to blame for the eventual overturn of the canoe. "|The 
Gulf of Mexico, seven miles from shore] is shallow and so storms, 
when they kick up, can immediately turn into steep-kicked waves,” 
said Jerrie Lindsey, director of the FWCCs Office of Recreation 
Services. Also, the open water has very few islands that boaters 
can seek shelter behind, 

A prayer service was held Monday evening at the school. 
Officials said counselors were on hand to help students, parents 
and friends cope with the losses. 


Charges dropped Christain protestors 


PHILADELPHIA- All charges have been dropped against the 
“Philadelphia 11," eleven Christian protestors who were arrested 
and charged with three felonies and five misdemeanors. The 
charges were criminal conspiracy, possession of instruments of 
crime, reckless endangerment of another person, ethnic intimida- 
tion, riot, failure to disperse, disorderly conduct, and obstructing 
highways. The event occurred during OutFest in which the pro- 
testers presented posters containing biblical scripture against 
homosexuality; they were confronted by OutFest participants 
prior to their arrest. “Christians are now being labeled as ‘haters’ 
and [made] a prime target for ‘hate crimes legislation,” says 
Michael Marcavage, director of Repent America. He comments 
that, had the charges remained, all protests would run the risk of 
government scrutiny and accompanying action, which clearly con- 
flicts with First Amendment rights. 

The group is scheduled for arraignment on Oct. 18 at the 
Philadelphia Criminal Justice Center. 


Shorter College argue case to high court

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The roots of Black homophobia: 
panel discussion debates the issue

In conjunction with February 
being black history month, 
Witkaze sponsored the panel dis- 
cussion “Homophobia in the Black 
community”. The speakers includ- 
ed Agnes Scott students Delilah 
Jenkins, ‘06; Andreka Brundage 
'07; and Daphne Glanton, '07. 
Other participants in the panel 
included Mikko Evans, Agnes 
Scott alum Simone Bell, and 
Francis Wood. 

Justina R. Brooks, director of 
multicultural affairs, opened up the 
discussion by introducing the 
speakers, asking them to share 
their experiences with coming out 
to the public , and ultimately what 
seems to be, in their opinion, the 
ongoing problem with homopho- 
bia in the black community. 

One by one, each speaker shared 
their experiences, negative and 
positive, and how they were 
received by friends and family 
with their decisions. Daphne 
Glanton, grappled with the deci- 
sion of announcing her lesbianism 
because of the threat of violence, 
but she said, “I came out anyway,” 

Delilah Jenkins had a different 
situation in that some black people 
attributed her lesbian sexuality to 
her mother being Caucasian; they 
would tease her, saying, “Did you 
get this from your mom, because 
you know, we don't do this.” 

Jenkins, as well as almost all of 
the speakers at the panel, men- 
tioned religion as being a source 
of homophobia and dealing with 
being ostracized from the church 


community. Most speakers were 
raised in a household where their 
spiritual life was central and 
homosexuality was deeply 
frowned upon. Andreka Brundage, 
whose father is a minister, talked 
about the significant tension in her 
household as a result of her sexual- 
ity. 

For others, the process of com- 
ing out was difficult for them. 

“| never had the experience of 
coming out. Everybody knew, but 
no one talked about it," Francis 
Wood said. 

Wood mentioned the absence of 
any support groups and the overall 
complexities she faced because of 
her isolation. 

When they were asked where 
black homophobia was stemming 
from, most of the participants 
agreed that religion and church 
life had a large role in making 
them feel awkward and isolated. 

Mikko Evans commented that 
the manner in which homosexuali- 
ty is being presented, is mainly a 
“white thing’; therefore black peo- 
ple have not only associated it 
with being morally wrong, but 
also it is not to be associated with 
their community, 

Finally, what can members of the 
black community do in order to 
confront this issue? “The black 
community needs to take account- 
ability for its actions. 
Homosexuals need to stop allow- 
ing the system to define us.” Evans 
said. 

Others said that people should 
step back and realize that perhaps 
they are homophobic in ways they 
didn't even see; such as telling a 


homosexual, “I love 
you, but not your sexuality”, as 
Bell said is a subtle form of homo- 
phobia. 

When asked if they felt more 
hurt by being isolated from the 
black community because of their 
sexuality, the answers were varied 
as well. 

"Whether I'm being discriminat- 
ed against by the fact that I'm 
black, lesbian, woman - it's all the 
same to me. Wrong is wrong and 
it doesn't feel worse,’ Simone Bell 
said. 

"| did feel more hurt being in an 
all-black school, an all-black com- 
munity; racism is expected of 
Caucasian people, but not isola- 
tion by my own," Mikko Evans 
said, 

"| wish more solutions were 
brought to the table because as a 
black bisexual woman, it hurts that 
the majority of my supposed eth- 
nic community thinks I'm an 
abomination with a one way ticket 
to hell. But | understand that this 
was the first of many, so I guess | 
should be patient or something,” 
Kieva Morrison '06 said. 

Alene Batchlor ‘08 attended the 
discussion as a straight, black 
female who also takes her spiritual 
life with God seriously. 

“| wanted a better understanding 
of the status of homosexuals and 
their religion," Batchelor said. 

Batchelor asked the participants 
of the panel what their current 
views were on religion. A majority 
of them still believed in some sort 
of higher entity, and some have 
even found churches that are quite 
diverse and who welcome them.

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Seniors, It’s Time to Give

Who can dis- 

pute with the 
“fact that most 
| college stu- 
dents are virtu- 
ally broke and 
struggling with 
debt? With the 
constant effort of trying to keep 
afloat financially, should colleges 
solicit already fraught undergrads for 

fund-raising campaigns? Why should 
students have to start donating 
money even before obtaining proper 
jobs and a financial foothold? 

This issue came up recently on 
CNN.com, citing that public univer- 
sities are starting to follow the foot- 
steps of private institutions by solicit- 
ing undergrads to give to the school 
fund. This is a relatively new concept 
for public institutions, where most of 
their funding comes from the state. 
But private colleges like Agnes Scott 
have always depended largely on the 
generous donations from alumni, par- 
ents and current students. Hence the 
emphasis on giving back to the 
school is important. 

The senior gift campaign in Agnes 
Scott started in 1989 and encourages 
all seniors to give donate to the 
school before they graduate. But 
should campaigning start as early as 
seniors? Some students feel that the 
senior gift campaign would be an 
added strain to their finances, 

“When | received an envelope in 
the mail for senior giving, | felt like | 
was getting another bill to pay! But | 
think that how students feel about 
this campaign depends very largely 
on their financial circumstances. For 
me, my priority as a senior is to 
maintain my GPA and manage my 


finances well,” said Jessie Yarbrough 
'05. 

According to Emily Henderson ‘03, 
annual fund officer, 90 percent of all 
students received financial aid last 
year. This feat would not be possible 
if not for the generous giving of pre- 
vious students. The saying is clichéd 
but true, that it is not in the amount 
given but that one gives whole-heart- 
edly. 

The enthusiasm of some seniors for 
the senior gift campaign is apparent. 

“l can't think of a better way of 
showing that we appreciate Agnes 
Scott than by donating to the senior 
campaign,” said Shemia Black ‘05, the 
co-chair for the senior gift campaign. 

And while senior giving might be a 
good idea, have we thought about 
the negative implications that might 
follow? Some will think of the cam- 
paign as an obligation. Would the 
campaign become something com- 
pulsory for all seniors, and that those 
who don't give are not showing 
school spirit? Also, campaigning 
might inadvertently create competi- 
tion with the current senior class try- 
ing to best the last. It is essential that 
the significance of the senior gift 
campaign is not overlooked. 

Henderson revealed that it takes 
$38 million to run the college yearly. 
It is obvious that funding from sen- 
iors hardly makes up the main bulk 
of the budget. Rather, the campaign 
symbolizes the seniors’ appreciation 
of their years here at Agnes Scott. 
Creating a culture of giving will 
acclimatize seniors to the concept, 
and create a norm that will continue 
long after they graduate. 

Colleges depend on the cyclic 
nature of giving, and Agnes Scott is 
no different. Just as the college 
invested its resources to students, stu- 
dents should return the favor.

Agnes 
Scott does 
not have a 
reputation 
as a party 
school. 
The cam- 
pus is relatively “dry” compared 
to many other area colleges but 
not because of particularly strin- 
gent alcohol policy. 

However, many underage ASC 
students go off campus to drink 
in environments where excess is 
often encouraged and conse- 
quences can be far more serious. 
Initially, | thought that it was 
better that these students left 
campus to drink, so other stu- 
dents who didn't want to be 
around such activities could 
avoid them. But the dangers of 
underage students going off cam- 
pus to drink cannot be ignored— 
young women drinking in unfa- 
miliar places with strangers 
should send a resound warning 
signal. These students are then 
left to either spend the night out 
or attempt to drive back to cam- 
pus in an inebriated state. 

It is ironic that despite our 
lenient policy, many students go 
off campus to drink. One expla- 
nation is this comment by a stu- 
dent: “I knew I'd get caught 
drinking on’campus, and so | 
thought it best to drink else- 
where, where no one from 


school would tell on me.” 

Michelle Thompson, associate 
dean of students, said many area 
schools actually have much 
stricter policies than ASC. 

"I see that the Judicial Board 
sanctions for alcohol are very 
appropriate and ask the student 
to invest in the community when 
she has an infraction of the alco- 
hol policy," Dean Thompson 
said. 

She's absolutely right—asking 
ASC students to perform com- 
munity service when they violate 
the alcohol policy for even a sec- 
ond time seems extremely lenient 
compared to the much harsher 
consequences that one could face 
if an underage drinker is cited by 
the Decatur police. After a first 
or second violation, ASC stu- 
dents are required to pay a fine 
and perform community service. 
According to the student hand- 
book, only after a third infraction 
of underage drinking, being 
drunk on campus, or giving alco- 
hol to a minor, will a student be 
referred to Honor Court. Only 
after they are refered to Honor 
Court can Judicial Board recom- 
mend a harsher punishment such 
as suspension or expulsion. 

The dilemma arises when stu- 
dents want to drink and don't 
want to get caught, they leave 
campus. The Honor Code obli- 
gates students to ask peers who 
violate policies to report them- 
selves or, if they will not, to 
report them to a member of J- 
Board. Presumably, this is anoth- 
er reason why students choose to

drink off campus—they'll feel 
less guilty about their actions if 
they are not violating the Honor 
Code, and they don't have to 
worry about others telling on 
them. 

A residental adviser said 
thereis a great deal of miscom- 
munication between residence 
life and the Judicial Board, as 
often cases/hearings don't take 
place until six months after the 
incident has been reported by 
residential advisers. The fear of 
having a case hang over their 
head for months, not knowing if 
they will be in trouble or not, 
also could lead to students’ 
deciding to drink off campus. 

Another RA said, while she 
worried often about her residents 
engaging in risky behavior off 
campus, the fact that alcohol is 
not tolerated at ASC creates a 
safe space. 

Agnes Scott needs to continue 
its policy that follows Georgia 
and Decatur law regarding alco- 
hol. 

We desperately need to look 
into the problem of underage 
drinking on our campus. Perhaps 
a group of student leaders, staff 
and faculty members should dis- 
cuss this problem in greater 
detail and do more research in 
the area, Asking questions about 
why students choose to go off 
campus to drink in unsafe envi- 
ronments is essential if we are to 
elucidate these problems.

Stay in Washington International Student Center, a hostel located 
just minutes from Washington's metro, for only $23.35 per night per 
person.

After the cost of travel at § 130, and the cost of lodging at $46.70, 
take advantage of the numerous free and low cost activities that 
Washington D.C. has to offer. Pull together money with your 
friends, and buy food from a local grocery store to get through the 
week, make use of the kitchen facilities in the hostel and limit your- 
self to one quick meal or night out on the town.

Current and aspiring bell-ringers take note, 18 
years ago there wouldn't have been a bell to ring. 
Although Agnes Scott has had a bell tower since 
1891, two years after its founding in 1889, it did not 

- receive a bell until Sept. 3, 1986. 

Though the reasons for the near century long 
absence of a bell are unknown today, as part of 
Agnes Scott's centennial renovation project (com- 
pleted in 1989), the college received a hand-cast 
bronze bell in 1986. The bell bears the college's 
motto, the text from Il Peter 1:15 in Latin which 

—‘eads, “In Fide Vestra Virtutem In Virtute Autem 

Scientiam” or “Add to your faith, virtue, and to your 

virtue, knowledge." 

The bell was fashioned by the 400-year old Royal 
Eijsbouts Company of Holland using a centuries old 
casting process. The Schulmerich Company of 
Pennsylvania installed the 1500-pound bell inside the 
formerly hollow bell tower of Main, otherwise 
known as Agnes Scott College Hall - campus’ oldest 
building. The bell was part of a $1.9 million dollar 
renovation of Main. 

Bell ringing is a tradition that began 14 years ago 
through the initiative of the Career Advisory Board 
and Career Planning Office. Seniors are invited to 
ring the bell in celebration of a graduate school 
acceptance or job placement on noon of any Friday 
of the academic year.

Bearden at High

It is the last leg of a long tour. An entire panorama of 
Romare Bearden’s art is currently assembled at the High Museum 
of Art in downtown Atlanta, Never before this tour, has such a 
comprehensive retrospective of Bearden’s art been displayed in 
singular venues. “The Art of Romare Bearden" features approxi- 
mately 130 works and includes many pieces drawn from rarely 
exhibited private collections. 

The deputy director of the High Museum of Art 
Phillip Verre, has the highest praise for the installation. 

“Bearden, as an artist of great innovation and masterly 
technique, reached far beyond the label of African American art 
with his work," said Verre. 

"The Art of Romare Bearden" is retrospective, present- 
ed thematically in chronological order, that highlights the diver- 
sity of Bearden's work- paintings; drawings and watercolors; 
monotypes and edition prints; collages of assorted materials such 
as fabric; photographs; and designs for record albums, costumes 
and stage sets, and book illustrations; and the artist's only known 
sculpture. The exhibition is formally delineated into the follow- 
ing sections: Origins, Circa 1964, Mecklenburg Memories, The 
City and its Music, Stories, Women, Monotypes, Collaborations, 
and Late Work. 

Highlights of the exhibition include “Berkeley - The 
City and Its People” (1973), measuring 10 x 16 feet, which is 
seen for the first time outside of its home, the Berkeley City 
Council chambers since 1974; The “Block II" (1972), which dis- 
plays the multitude of indoor and outdoor life in Harlem, NY in 
multipanel format; and “Mauritius” (1969), his only known sculp- 
ture, alluding to a martyred Roman soldier, an African recruited 
from upper Egypt. 

Bearden’s work is representative of what he knew- the 
places where he lived and worked; the rural south, northern 
cities, chiefly Pittsburgh and New York; and the Caribbean 
island of St. Martin. Also encompassed in his art were the range 
of interests he explored in his life, such as religion, ritual prac- 
tice, common everyday life, jazz clubs, history, mythology and 
literature. 

His oeuvre of 2,000 plus known works reveals the mot- 
ley prevalence of Western sources ranging from Italian masters 
such as Duccio and Giotto, to Cezanne, Picasso and Matisse. 
Evident in many art pieces is his fascination with African art, 
Byzantine mosaics, Japanese prints and Chinese paintings. 

Bearden was born in Charlotte, N.C. on Sept. 2, 1911. 
His family joined the Great Migration north, and settled in New 
York City, which remained the base of Bearden’s life, around 
1914. Although his parents’ aspirations for him were in medi- 
cine, Bearden shifted his focus to art during his years as a student 
at Boston University and New York University. Not until he was 
near his sixtieth birthday was Bearden able to finally earn a sta- 
ble income through art sales. His many accolades include the 
National Medal of Arts, received from President Ronald Reagan 
in 1987, just one year before he died in 1988. 

The exhibition runs concurrently with “Frank Stewart, 
Romare Bearden: The Last Years” and Connections: Community 
and Culture in Self- Taught Art” on view Feb. 5 through April 
30, at the High Museum of Art Folk Art and Photography 
Galleries located downtown.

The search process begins a year before 
candidates visit the college. Faculty search 
committees are formed within depart- 
ments to evaluate applications and then 
recommend three candidates to bring in 
for interviews 

Search committees look for “excellence 
in teaching, including teaching experience 
and awards, a bright, innovative style as 
well as excellence in scholarship and a 
willingness to: serve the college” in selec- 
tion of candidates, Zumwalt stressed 

Agnes Scott pays for the candidates’ air- 
fare, lodgings and meals during the inter- 
view process. During their visit, candi- 
dates meet with department members, the 
dean and president, give a mock class for 
students and faculty, share meals with the 
campus community and have an exit inter- 
view with the search-committee chair.

New student technology fee 


Students will notice a new fee on their bill this 
summer, the new $150 technology fee. LaNeta 
Counts, director of ITS, sent an email out to the 
campus community regarding the reasons behind 
the new fee, including that of supporting and main- 
taining the technology environment.

Zumwalt said. 

Zumwalt does not foresee a 
major impact on the college's 
budget. 

"Since there were previously 
filled tenure-track positions, 
the college should not have 


problems paying for replace- — 


ments—as the college's budget 
already has funds allocated for 
these positions,” Zumwalt said. 

The cost of the searches, 
however, can be expensive 
especially if they are unsuc- 
cessful in the first year. There 
is at least one search that must 
be conducted again next year 
because a department was 
unsuccessful in securing its 
chosen candidate. 

Zumwalt said all strong insti- 
tutions of higher learning rely 
on the tenure-track system to 
build a solid, vibrant faculty 
and maintain superior academ- 
ic reputations. 

“Tenure grew out of the need 
for free speech," Zumwalt said. 


“Certain professors in the past, who have been 
punished for their views, now possess a layer of 
protection through the tenure system.’ 

It is important to note that once hired, tenure-

Dress code: scandalous attire not permissible in dining hall

After years of enjoying breakfast 
in pajamas and early morning class 
in t-shirts and jeans, the life of stu- 
dents at Agnes Scott will change 
greatly. In a shocking report issued 
last week, the Alumnae Committee 
for Student Excellence and 
Appearance (ACSEA) announced a 
series of new regulations that will 
institute a dress code. 

Beginning at the start of the Fall 
2005 semester, all ASC students will 
be required to follow dress codes 
for both class and meals. For class, 
students must wear slacks or skirts 
with button down oxford style 
shirts in either purple or white. In 
addition, skirts must not be shorter 
than two inches above the knee and 
all students must wear sensible dress 
shoes in either black or brown. In 
its report, the ACSEA cited the 
findings of uniform studies done by 
the Center for Concentration and 
Cuteness in 1957, noting its conclu- 
sions about the effects of uniform 
dress on student performance. 

“We think that if the students all 


look more presentable and 
have a more closely aligned 
style that they will able to 
concentrate more on their 
studies,” said Burke Mildred 
Lyn, committee chair. Lyn, 
along with the other mem- 
bers of the ACSEA, feels that 
the change in dress at Agnes 
Scott could greatly influence 
success in student's academic 
and social realms. 

In addition to the class 
requirements, students must 
be properly dressed at meals 
in Evans Dining Hall, Mollie's, 
and Black Cat Cafe. For 
breakfast in Evans, class 


able on weekdays. At week- 

day lunch students must wear a 
sweater in addition to their class 
clothing. Dinner dress on week- 
days, however, must be more for- 
mal, students must wear knee- 
length skirts or dresses along with 
heels or committee-approved flats. 
Tops must be long-sleeve and in a 
hue of gray or purple. For the 
weekends, all students must wear 
committee approved dresses in pur-

ple, gray, or white with heels. In 
addition, hats are to be worn during 
Sunday brunch. Mollie's and Black 
Cat require class appropriate cloth- 
ing for all meals. 

Many students are distraught by 
the prospect of the new dress 
codes. 

“I can't believe that after three 
years, | have to change so drastical- 
ly,” Melanie Macguire ‘06 said. “It's 


like being transported back to 
another time.” 

Students like Macguire may voice 
their complaints directly with the 
ACSEA, and should expect to hear 
back by direct mail within 19-23 
weeks. While the Committee 
promises to read all letters submit- 
ted, they do not guarantee to dis- 
cuss any changes. 

“We feel that the new dress code 


is a great improvement for ASC,” 

Lyn said. “We hope that students 

will soon realize the advantages to 
the new way of life.”

ASC introduces new pet 
policy for 2005-2006 term

Students will be able to have 
pets in resident halls for the 2005- 
2006 term according to an 
announcement from the office of 
resident life this week. The deci- 
sion to allow Spot or Boots to 
accompany upper-class women to 
campus next fall comes after much 
debate between the student senate 
and administration 

Students asked the senate to 
speak to the office of resi- 
dence life on their 
behalf in an effort to 
make resident halls 
more "homey” by 
bringing their pets. 
Previously, students 
were only allowed to 
have fish contained in 
aquariums no larger 
than 30 gallons but 
students complained 
that the dorms were too 
quiet without the 
friendly feline or dog to 
keep them company. 

"I can't wait to bring my 
cat, Ruffles, to campus 
next fall,” Sally East ‘08 
said, “l know the whole 
hall will love her!” 

Currently only 
upper-class women 
will be allowed to 
bring their pets because 
school administration felt 
that the first year dorm 
experience should be focused 
on getting to know peers rather 
than friends from home. However, 
some first-years have protested 


that having pets on campus during 
the first-year is the most impor- 
tant time to have a companion 
from home. 

"| think I felt more homesick for 
my poodle, Dana, than anyone 
else during my first-year on cam- 
pus,” Jane West '06 said. 

The policy that was released to 
campus this week states that stu- 
dents must have the permission of 
their resident advisor before bring- 
ing their pet to campus. The 
R.A.s will allow five pets per floor 
with priority going to those 
who make their requests first. 

For the time being, only 
dogs and cats will be 
allowed in addition to fish 
in an effort to integrate 

pets into the resident hall 
community gradually. No 
limit has been put on 
the size of pets for 
now but the admin- 
istration has 
reserved the right 

to revise that por- 
tion of the policy. 
Students must 
keep their pets 
confined to 
their rooms 
unless they 
have the per- 
mission of all 
of their hall 
mates to allow 
their pet to wander. 
Any student who is not responsi- 
ble for their pet will be asked to 


remove her companion from the 
premises within the week.

Next semester, instead of 
restacking books in the library or 
acting as a cashier at Mollie's, stu- 
dents will be able to explore new 
work-study options as personal 
assistants and drivers. Agnes 
Scott's Administration for Student 
Work and Peace (SWAP) 
announced the two new positions 
last week, hoping to offer students 
a larger range of work opportuni- 
ties with more flexible hours. 

“We predicted that with the 
increase in tuition, more students 
would qualify for work-study posi- 
tions,” said Marthan Smith, 
Director of SWAP. "We hope that 
the new positions will offer good 
alternatives to the work-study 
positions already in place.” 

The new positions will be avail- 
able at the start of the 2005-2006 
school year and will be directed by 
SWAP. Each new position will 
focus on providing new, helpful 
services to the campus community. 

At the start of the semester, stu- 
dents with at least a 3.5 GPA will 
be able to apply for a personal 
assistant. Applications will be 
handled by the SWAP and must 
include an essay and a list of possi- 
ble duties for the assistant. The

The drivers will work up 
to eight hours a week driving stu- 
dents to stores such as Target, 
WalMart and Publix. Drivers must 
have a valid driver's license and a 
vehicle approved by SWAP.

“From an opportunity standpoint 
having this revenue stream will 
allow us to do things that we 
haven't been able to budget for in 
the past due to the constant 
changes in technology,” LaNeta 
Counts, director of information 
technology services said

The latter two seem to 
be a bit more pressing considering 
the number of students who will 
benefit from these jobs versus the 
relatively small population who 
have laptops with wireless access 
capability. 

Counts also stated that funds will 
be allocated to: assist the art and 
music department with technologi- 
cal parts of their curriculums, con- 
tinue to automate the initial con- 
nection process to the internet 
when students return to campus, 
and provide additional services such 
as spy ware protection. In a utopian

Agnes Scott's technology world 
would be rainbows and sunshine 
but reality dictates that issues will 
arise.

Agnes Scott alum, Christina Crays '94, opened a new 
Chick-fil-A restaurant on E. Trinity Place, a short walk 
from campus, on March 17. 

After graduating from Agnes Scott with a degree in psy- 
chology, Crays worked at ASC for eight years in the 
office of admissions while also earning her Masters of 
Educational Psychology at Georgia State University. 

Crays best memories at ASC “involve sitting in the din- 
ing hall at the senior table talking for hours with my class- 
mates. We would eat dinner in about 20 minutes (the food 
wasn't nearly as good as it is now) and then just talk and 
talk and not go back to study and then end up working 
on papers and studying all night,” said Crays 

In 2003, Crays's husband, John Crays, was introduced 
to the Chick-fil-A franchise ownership process by a friend 
and became very interested.

Plans are underway to increase 
the visibility of the Agnes Scott 
athletics department. Since 
coming under new management 
in 2003, the athletics depart- 
ment has seen modest improve- 
ments in recruiting levels, game 
turnouts and corporate sponsor- 
ship. It shows no signs of slow- 
ing its pace as it attempts to 
bring ASC athletics in line with 
the college's academic reputa- 
tion. 

“Our vision is to build the 
athletic department to a com- 
petitive level. Right now Agnes 
Scott has just an academic repu- 
tation, but athletically, we want 
to be one of the premier 
women's colleges in the coun- 
try," said Joeleen Akin, athletics 
director since June 2003. 

"We feel that by bringing ath- 
letics to the level Coach Akin 
has described, the entire cam- 
pus will benefit. It will create an 
energy and excitement beyond 
what students, staff and faculty 
have experienced up to this 
point,” added Jon McLamb, 
assistant director of athletics, 
who also joined to the depart- 
ment in 2003. 

To this end, the department 
has focused on more aggressive 
sports marketing in addition to 
increasing the quality of its 
sportswomen. It is already 
expecting to add between 30 
and 40 new students next fall. 
Almost 75 percent of these 
women will be from the 
Georgia area, although recruit- 
ing is not limited only to 
Georgia. In fact, the main 
strategic recruitment center this 
year was Florida by virtue of its 
stronghold in the seven sports 
that ASC currently offers. 

The new athlete pool coming 
in for the fall semester is an 
achievement, but recruiting 
continues to be a challenge for 
the athletics department, espe-

cially since Agnes Scott is a 
division II] school and does not 
offer athletic scholarships. 

“What we offer students is a 
chance to work toward a degree 
from a prestigious college while 
continuing to participate in the 
sport they love whether it is 
cross country, volleyball, soccer, 
swimming, basketball, tennis or 
softball. A student athlete at the 
Division III level competes for 
two reasons: love for the sport 
and an undying passion for it,” 
Akin said. 

While the college offers no 
specific athletic scholarships, it 
does offer merit scholarships to 
deserving students to enable 
them pay for college. Students 
are also encouraged to take 
advantage of state grants and 
scholarships. Georgia students, 
for example, are eligible for the 
matching Hope scholarship and 


the $900 Georgia Tuition 
Equalization Grant. The combi- 
nation of these two forms of 
state assistance knocks down 
tuition costs by approximately 
$7,000. 

Although tremendous 
progress has been made in 
improving athletics, Agnes 
Scott still lags behind strong 
Division III schools such as 
Emory University and 
Oglethorpe University. 
However, its increased market- 
ing efforts are clearly noticeable 
and have fueled on campus sup- 


port. 

“We already feel the energy 
and excitement and we hope to 
continue to build on the 
momentum that is developing,” 
said McLamb.

Kathryn Crowther has been cho- 
sen as Agnes Scott's 2005-2006 
Mellon Teaching Fellow. 

As a Mellon fellow, she will con- 
tinue teaching at Agnes Scott and 
will be leading a course on 
Victorian Drama in the fall of 
2005, and a course titled 
Hauntings: Negotiating the Past 
in Modern and Contemporary fic- 
tion in the spring of 2006. 

Crowther is currently teaching a 
First-Year Seminar titled Victorian 
Secrets: Understanding the 
Victorians in Texts and 
Contemporary Contexts and 
taught a course on British

Hogan is a Native American 
writer specializing in novels and 
poetry.

Storms and Power. 

Each fall, Agnes Scott's English 
department comes up with a list of 
possible speakers for the festival. 
Potential speakers’ agents are con- 
tacted to negotiate the details of 
their visit. A limiting factor in the 
department's search, however, is the 
allocated budget for speakers. 

“Its better to have two or three 
really great speakers, representing a 
variety of writing styles and genres, 
than to spend the entire budget on 
someone who may be asking for 
ies much compensation,” Trousdale 
said, 

Demetrice Parks, director of spe- 
cial events and conferences, greatly 
contributes to the planning and 
organization of the festival and 
handled the festival's budget.

Upheavel in Kyrgystan leaves 
country uncertain of future 


The coup that was staged on March 24 in 
Kyrgystan has been seen by some as an increasing 
trend for former members of the Soviet Union. In 
the last 18 months, both Georgia and Ukraine have 
swept away the old government. However the 
rebellion in Kyrgystan is markedly different. 

Both Ukraine and Georgia had well-managed and 
highly organized student anti-government protests. 
They also benefited from charismatic and very able 
leaders. Kyrgystan, however, has no clear leader and 
no real political majority. The country has been 
thrown into chaos and the outcome is still not clear. 

Looting and vandalism have become rampant in 
the country. Reports that people are streaming into 
the capital from other regions looking for opportu- 
nities to loot is causing great anxiety and leaving 
many waiting behind locked doors. 

It is estimated that it could take months or even 
years before the country can gain a sense of political 


stability again. 


T-rex tissue sample found 


US. researchers reported on March 24 that they 
found a sample of soft tissue in a T-rex thighbone 
that was broken as it was being removed from the 
sandstone at the base of the nearby Hell Creek for- 
mation site in Montana. 

“If scientists can isolate proteins from the material, 
they may be able to learn new details of how 
dinosaurs lived,” said Mary Higby Schweitzer of 
North Carolina State University, the lead 
researcher, to CNN. 

The blood vessels found inside the bone are simi- 
lar to those found in ostrich bones, confirming a 
long-standing theory that modern day birds evolved 
from dinosaurs. 

Finding soft tissue in a fossil 70 million years old is 
raré, according to scientists. This is primarily 
_ because of the age of the bone and the complete 
fossilization of all the tissue within it. 

Researchers plan on-using the tissue to research 
protein structure in ancient organisms.

Bolton Denied Pressuring Officals 


WASHINGTON (AP) His Senate confirmation to be 
U.N, ambassador still not assured, John R. Bolton is 
fending off Democrats attacking his integrity and offi- 
cials complaining of his treatment of people who dis- 
agreed with his assessment of the nation's security dan- 
gers. Bolton faced potentially damaging testimony 
Tuesday from Carl W. Ford Jr, a former chief of the 
department's bureau of intelligence and research, as his 
hearing by the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
enters its second day. Ford could air new charges that 
Bolton intimidated other officials. 


Earthquake registered at 8.7 hits 
Indonesia, ends in death toll of 1,000 


An earthquake that registered 8.7 on the ricter scale 
devastated Indonesia on March 28. The small islands 
were again overwhelmed when two days later, an after- 
shock hit the country, leveling what was still standing. 

The hardest hit was the small island of Nias, With 
many of the roads completely blocked and access from 
the airport to the island cut, many of the survivors 
could not get the aid they desperately needed. 

It is estimated that 600 people were killed by the 
quake on Nias alone. The total death toll for Indonesia 
stands at 1,000 but is expected to rise substantially once 
the extent of the damage is assessed. 

Scientists are questioning how this quake could have 
had such a different outcome from the one on Dec. 26, , 
which triggered the tsunami that killed 300,000 people. 

Though help is willingly given from many govern- 
mental agencies, namely from the Australians and the 
ULN, the hardest part is getting aid to those that need it 
most. After Friday, searches ended in the main city of 
Nias, Gunung Sitoli. Teams will move on to other parts 
of the island, but they say that the prospect of any 
more survivors being found is slim.

President Bullock ‘66, 
well known for her back- 
ground in Chinese history 
and U.S. China Relations, 
traveled to China in March 
with Dr. M. Roy Schwarz, 
president of the China 
Medical Board of New 
York.

The purpose of the trip 
was to review hospitals and 
medical colleges eligible 
for grant giving, 

President Bullock also 
used the opportunity to do 
some research on her 
ongoing thesis for a book 
on the impact of the 
Rockefeller family and the 
Rockefeller Foundation's 
philanthropy in China over 
100 years. 

“You can't understand the

Bullock is the daughter of Presbyterian missionaries 
in Asia, and went to high school in Japan. She came 
to Agnes Scott College because she wanted to 
receive an American college education and her 
mother had graduated from Agnes Scott. 

Although Agnes Scott did not have courses on 
Chinese history while she was studying there, the 
faculty accommodated to her particular passion for 
China. She took independent courses in Chinese 
history and a Chinese professor taught her Asian 
religion and philosophy. 

She credits Agnes Scott for giving her the academ- 
ic background to later enter Stanford, where she 
received her M.A (1968) and Ph.D. (1973) degrees 


1974, and I have witnessed the change from the 
Cultural Revolution of Mao's era to Deng’s era, when 
there was a new academic willingness to open up to 
the western world” she said, “China's universities are 
now internationally ranked.” 

Since becoming the president of Agnes Scott, 
Bullock has helped encourage faculty members’ 
interests in China. She traveled with seven faculty 
members to China in 1997 to introduce them to 
Korean and Chinese culture so that they could 
incorporate Asian ideas into their teachings. 

Two new faculty members of Chinese origin have 
been employed in the history and economics depart- 
ment,

The college is on a search to fill 
some big shoes. With the recent 
departure of Lewis Thayne, former 
vice president of institutional 
advancement, and the impending 
retirement of Bill Gailey, vice presi- 
dent of business and finance, two 
searches are currently underway to 
fill the positions by fall 2005. 

Agnes Scott has engaged 
Witt/Kieffer, an executive search 
firm, to perform each of the nation- 
wide searches. 

“Whitt/Kieffer identify the kind of 
people we're looking for and they 
have the ways and means beyond 
our campus to bring these type of 
candidates to our campus,” said Lea 
Ann Hudson, director of the office 
of the president. g 

Candidates for each position are 
being recruited separately despite 
the same firm working on both 
searches. Because Gailey will 
remain on campus until August 
while Thanye has already left the 
college, both recruitments are on a 
separate time line. The vice presi- 
dent for institutional advancement 
recruitment began almost all month 
before the search for the vice presi- 
dent of business and finance got 
underway. 

Hudson stated that both searches 
begin with a representative from 
Whitt/Kieffer visiting campus for a 
meeting with members of the 
search committee to discuss what 
they envision as the ideal candidate 
for the position. 

Once a list of candidates has been 
identified, the recruiter will present 
them to the search committee. The 
committee will consider the 
recruiters recommendations and

then choose as many as eight can- 
didates to bring to campus for an 
interview with the committee and 
President Mary Brown Bullock ‘66. 
For the search for the vice president 
of institutional advancement these 
interviews should take place in 
early May. 

The committee then recommends 
three of the initial pool of appli- 
cants to come back to campus for a 
second interview and an open cam- 
pus day to meet with a wide variety 
of the campus community. 

Hudson stated that the college 
hopes to have the vice president of 
institutional advancement position 
filled by July 1 and both positions 
filled by the start of the fall term.

tions, a reflection of “the current 
trend of globalization in the mar- 
ketplace,” said Zvonar.

The pieces mentioned only 
scratch the surface of the exhibit, 
which is opened for the public 
viewing until May 14, from 6 p.m.- 
8 p.m. and during school hours for 
students. “4 
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A recent call for censorship on 
campus appeared shortly after the 
April 1 issue in the 
#ForStudentsOnly public folder 
concerning an ad insert for the pro- 
life movement. Students vehement- 
ly opposed the printing of political- 
ly charged material in a campus 
publication and decried the audaci- 
ty of the editorial staff for printing 
“misinformation.” These lectures on 
“ethical journalism” were posted in a ~ 
folder directed for student discus- 
sion and therefore an inappropriate 
avenue for The Profile to respond. 

Leaders in history have censored 
publications with fantastic results, 
Stalin, Hitler and Mao de Zong all 
had adoring publics in their early 
days of rule when they dictated 
what was printed. The editors of 
The Profile don't have such lofty 
goals as world rule but the ability to 
control campus opinion could prove 
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Censorship 


to be useful. 

As appealing as this policy change 
sounds, what begins as a well- 
intended filter soon becomes an 
arbitrary decision of those in power. 
Thus The Profile refuses to adopt 
such a-policy. This is an independ- 
ent, student newspaper with the 
right to make independent editorial 
decisions— to not do so would be a 
blatant disregard of the First 
Amendment. The First Amendment 
was written to prevent majority 
groups or those in power from 
using the press as a soapbox. The 
Profite honors these rights. 

To that end, anything that is 
appropriate for public consumption 
may be printed in this paper. 
Moreover, organizations that are 
willing to pay for advertisements 
will not be turned away simply 
because they support a message that 
doesn't represent the majority view

It is precisely 
for these reasons that an ad for 
Target is appropriate while a pro- 
choice ad is not.

Charitable braclets only fashion statements? 


The sud- 
den trend of 
all the chari- 
table 
bracelets for 
everything 
from supporting U.S. troops to 
abstinence can be seen just about 
everywhere you go right now. 

Perhaps the most familiar is the 
LIVESTRONG brand; they are the 
bright yellow silicone bands that 
bear, cancer survivor Lance 
Armstrong's mantra, “live strong.” 
They have been seen on everyone 
from John Kerry to Lindsay Lohan. 
The Wear Yellow LIVESTRONG 
campaign, a Lance Armstrong 
Foundation (LAF) and Nike partner- 
ship, was launched in May 2004 in 
an effort to raise funds for LAF pro- 
grams that help people who are 
learning to cope with, or recovering 
from, various forms of cancer. 

According to the LAF website, 
over 40 million of these wristbands 


have been sold, raising 

$30 million dollars for can- 
cer patients and survivors. So 
naturally it seems that people 
have caught on to the success of 
selling wristbands in the name of 
some worthy cause. What Nike has 
done is great: selling the LIVE- 
STRONG bracelets for $1 and not 
pocketing any of the profits. 

What is enraging, though, is that 
corporations like 7-11 convenience 
stores have been selling “Support 
Our Troops" (which is an entirely 
different issue in itself) wristbands 
for $2.99 and pledging $1 to the 
USO. On their website, 7-11 has 
promised to “fund programs and 
services for military service mem- 
bers and their families worldwide.” 
Their intentions are admirable; 
wanting to help military families 
and all, but if a corporate giant like 
Nike won't even keep the funds 
from the wristbands, how can 7-11 
unabashedly take such a significant 
amount of its charitable proceeds? 

People are also selling the LIVE- 
STRONG bracelets on eBay. After 
looking at countless pages of people 
selling the bracelets, | noticed that 
not one seller mentioned their pro-

The 
American Cancer Society. offers six 
different kinds of bracelets; you can 
choose your own color and have a 
personal message engraved. Why 
do organizations always tend to 
catch on to these trends and then 
get carried away with it? 

What's especially infuriating is 
that there are even wristbands that 
say “ProLife,” bracelets that read 
“Bad Girl” at Spencer's gift stores 
and for the politically-driven, either 
“Count me Blue” or “Count me

| am honored to be the recipient of the 
Service to the Community Award,” Curry 
said. "Certainly my four years at Agnes 
Scott reinforced my understanding of and 
belief in human rights. It is particularly 
moving because my class will be celebrat- 
ing our 50th reunion at the time of the 
award,” 

Curry's work as a student with the 
National Students Association, which 
brought white and black Southern stu- 
dents together to end segregation, pre- 
pared her to serve as an adviser on the 
executive committee of the Student 
Nonviolent Coordinating Committee and 
director of the Southern Student Human 
Relations Project in 1960. 

In 1990, Curry received a post-doctoral 


research fellow award from the Center for 
the Study of Civil Rights at the 
University of Virginia. She participated in 
the National Endowment for the 
Humanities! teaching institute “Teaching 
the History of the Southern Civil Rights 
Movement, 1865-1965," held at Harvard 
University. 

An advocate for prison reform, Curry

In addition to inspiring other alumnae to 
support the college, Campbell has chaired 
seyeral class reunions and acted as interim 
director of alumnae relations during the 
nine-month search for a new director in 
1999-2000.

With the announcement of 
Senator Hillary Clinton (D- 
NY) as this year's commence- 
ment speaker, tickets for the 
event are in high demand. 
The move from Presser quad 
to the science quad serves as 
a marker for the college's 
growth and prestige. 

“Two advantages of moving 
commencement to the sci- 
ence quad is that we can sig- 
nificantly increase the num- 
ber of people attending the 
ceremony and that we will 
not need a rain plan because 
of the large area the rented 
tent covers, We expect the 
science quad to be full 
because we have been able to 
secure one of the most 
sought after speakers in the 
country,” Gué Hudson '68,

The college strives to seat 
as many friends and family of 
graduates as possible.

The door needs a hard 
shove to open, the facade 
of the building hasn't been 
pressure washed in years, 
and the inside contains 
debris from various con- 
struction projects. But the 
Rogers Steam Plant and 
Laundry Building on East 
Dougherty St. has poten- 
tial. Joeleen Akin, diree- 
tor of athletics and bas- 
ketball coach, is working 
to formulate a plan to 
turn the Rogers Steam 
Plant and Laundry 
Building into a campus 
recreation center. 

Akin was approached

Conscientious objecter status denied for soldier on second deployment

SAVANNAH, Ga. (AP) - The 
Army has denied conscientious 
objector status for a soldier who 
refused to deploy to lraq for a sec- 
ond tour, saying he became morally 
opposed to war during the 2003 
US-led invasion. 

Sgt. Kevin Benderman, 40, filed 
his objector application Dec. 28, 


just 10 days before he skipped his 
unit's deployment flight. The Army 
mechanic faces a court-martial May 
12 on charges of desertion and 
missing movement. 

Fort Stewart spokesman Lt. Col. 
Robert Whetstone said Friday that 
Benderman's objector claim "was 
denied late Wednesday by 
Headquarters Department of the 
Anny." 

Benderman and his military attor- 


ney, Maj. Scott Sikes, did not 
immediately return phone calls 
seeking comment Friday morning. 
Benderman, who has served 10 
years in the Army, spent eight 
months in lraq in 2003. Though he 
never fired a gun in combat, 
Benderman has said the misery he 
saw- including a badly burned 
young girl and mass graves filled 
with men, women and children-- 
led him to seek objector status.

After teaching at Agnes Scott 
for 35 years, Dr. Bob Leslie, asso- 
ciate professor of mathematics,

He has taught a number of 
mathematies classes here, but Dr. 
Leslie said that his favorite classes 
have been advanced statistics and 
numerical analysis. During his

There is a 15 to 20 percent 
increase in the budget for com-

a manageable budget is the chang- 
ing of overflow locations. In previ- 
ous years, overflow has been 
housed in Robert W. Woodruff 
Physical Activities Building and 
McCain Library; these locations 
absorbed a significant amount of 
the budget because these areas had 
to be wired and set up for screen- 
ing.
